Sexfcfucof/on 


The subject of sex education in the 


public schools is being debated with much 
emotion throughout the land today, and 
this area is no exception. Witness the 
People's Forum. But as with any emotional 
discussion there is often more heat than 
light generated. 


It is unfortunate that the label of "sex 


education" has been put on such programs.' 
A more appropriate term is "family life 
education." What the sponsors of such 
educational programs are really trying to 
do is equip our young people to be better 
husbands and wives and parents. And the 
increasing trend 
today toward earlier 


marriages certainly poses a strong case for 
such preparation. 


The question, then, is where young 


people should be given such training. 


From an ideal standpoint, the home 


rates first priority. Traditionally children 
have learned about family life from the 
example of their own family. And this is 
nght and proper in families where a 
healthy attitude toward the realities of life 
is combined with religious faith to produce 
a sound family atmosphere. 


But what about children of what 


sociologists refer to today as 'inadequate 
parents"? These are not limited to broken 
homes. And they cannot be classified by 
economic strata. 


The church is also proposed as an 


instrument for family life education, and 
certainly 
one of the 
most 
important 


objectives of organized religion should be 
to strengthen the family unit, which is the 
basic social unit of our entire society. 


But again, what about the children of 


parents who do not participate in church 
affairs? 


Or what about turning this education 


over to priests and nuns of the Catholic 
faith who ha\e taken vows of chastity? This 
is part of what the current ferment is all 
about in the Catholic Church. 


More and more we are coming to the 


conclusion that the schools must take over 
the responsibilities for the total education 


of children from parents who evade or 
avoid those responsibilities. 


It may be argued that parents should be 


forced 
by law to shoulder their re- 


sponsibilities to their children, but we 
must face the reality that this simply does 
not work. The terrible carnage on the 
highways has lead us to require that 
youngsters learn how to drive a car from 
government authorities rather than their 
parents It is a fact today that obtaining a 
driver's license requires much more pre- 
paration than receiving a marriage license. 


Even the most extreme opponents of 


family life education concede' that the 
schools have a role to play, along with 
family and church. Their attack is centered 
on the materials being used or proposed to 
be used in the classroom. 


Gov. 
Ronald Reagan 
has 
recently 


signed a law in California which carries out 
the objectives of the John Birch Society 
and other right-wingers on this subject. It 
provides that parents may withdraw their 
children from sex education classes, and 
that materials proposed to be used in such 
classes must first be approved by the 
parents. 


The administrative impossibilities of the 


latter procedure are immediately apparent. 
Can you imagine a school administration 
distributing proposed classroom materials 
to parents of all children scheduled to take 
the classes, and then being able to use only 
those materials to which no parent object- 
ed? The California law effectively prohibits 
sex education in the schools by subterfuge. 


We trust school administrations and 


faculties to choose the classroom materials 
for courses such as history and economic 
and sociology, all of which may have a 
great effect on molding the minds of 
students. There has been no public outcry 
that parents should have the right of 
review of such materials. 


This distrust of professional educators 


on the subject of family life education 
makes no sense. We must suspect that it is 
promoted by people who have 
abnormal 


views on the subject of sex. 


Two Classes of U.N. Membership 


United States Ambassador to the United 


N^ -r^ Charles Yost has proposed that 
there be two classes of members in the 
international organization and that the tiny 
countries, vhich have been applying for 
admission, be designated as ministates 
without the same voting rights as larger 
and more affluent nations. 


There have been such proposals in the 


p-s espe-i-'lv that nations with extreme!} 
snr 1 populations and limited finances be 
restricted in voting rights. Ever since the 
U " was formed, eveiy nation has had one 
vote in the General Assembly no matter 
what its size or annual contributions or 
whether the subject at issue might directly 
concern that particular state. 


But it is highly unlikely that a change 


vill be made in the UN. since the Afro- 
Asian nations, many of them small and 
poor, already have the majority of votes in 
the General Assembly and are hardly likely 


to vote away their rights. Their leaders 
consider the current regulation as some- 
thing of a safeguard against the massive 
power of the large, industrial nations such 
as the United States and the Soviet Union. 
Of course it is no such thing since 
resolutions are not likely to have a great 
deal of influence over the more powerful 
nations, however much they may actually 
reflect world public opinion, and often they 
do not. 


The United Nations continues to be a 


useful forum for discussion and, through 
its many agencies, a means of working 
toward less discrimination, more concern 
for human rights and an effective way of 
improving health conditions in some parts 
of the world. There is little to indicate' that 
it can develop very soon into the type of 
organization some of its founders envision- 
ed, with both the will and the strength to 
preserve peace and insure justice.

"True excellence in writing 
will be penciled into oblivion," the com- 
piler warned, calling for "unremitting 
emphasis on sex." The project from a 
humorous angle proved its point. "Some of 
the chapters were too good and had to be 


sent back for revision," the newspaper 
columnist who hatched the idea admitted. 


Now paperback rights have sold and 


reportedly 18 movie companies are inter- 
ested in the film, which its compiler calls 
"junk." He adds, "It just goes to show 
there's no accounting for taste." 


An age is reflected — in one way or 


another — in its literature, and if this is 
true, Naked 
Came the Stranger 
is a 


disturbing prognosis. But as long as a hoax 
of such a dimension can be conceived and 
executed, and since it should make intelli- 
gent people consider their reading habits, 
it is worth the painful admission to see the 
truth exposed in a humorous way. 


But if the proposed sequel, Stranger 


Than Naked, sells as well as the first hoax, 
then we'll be forced to stop laughing.

Labor and Human 
Eelations that more than 3,000 persons are 
needed to fill existing jobs in the area. 


There is some difference of opinion 


among industry spokesmen here over the 
figure, but the significant import of the 
study is that the shortage of workers is 
directly tied to a shortage of }Q\\ cost 
housing Joseph Fagan, chairman of the 
department, says the Valley has a deficit of 
at least 2,000 living units 


Because of the housing shortage, indus- 


tries must restrict their recruitment to the 


area within commuting distance cf their 
plants 


There are other areas of the state and of 


Upper Michigan which have surplus work- 
er.- I" addition to hard core unemp"c"'°d in 
the Milwaukee area, there are many 
employable workers available in the north- 
west part of the state and in Upper 
Michigan. 


The state report speaks only of current 


lobs going unfilled in the Valley. But the 
situation is much more serious than that 
Future expansion of local industry must be 
conditioned on the employment situation 
And efforts of Valley communities to 
attract any new industry are currently 
useless because of the 
worker-housing

Kraft Writes 
Death of Ho Chi Minh Gives Nixon 


Chance to Make New Proposals 


BY JOSEPH KRAFT 


WASHINGTON - The death 


of Ho Chi Minh is an event of 
far greater significance than 
suggested by the cautious 
speculation about the succes- 
sion in Hanoi. For even though 
the succession has probably 
been arranged in advance, the 
passing of Ho alters one of the 
basic terms in the equation of 
world politics. 


If nothing else, Hanoi's 


timetable in the war becomes 
subject to change and its 
relations with Peking and 
Moscow open to adjustment. 
And, now more than ever, 
President Nixon has a chance 
to show whether he is prepar- 
ed, as his closest advisers 
claim, to be bold1 and generous 
in the cause of peace. 


Ho's special importance is 


written in the history of his 
country. For 50 years he 
dreamed dreams of a unified 
Communist Vietnam. When he 
began, the very thought of a 
Vietnam was a form of mad- 
ness. He persisted through 
difficulties that would have 
turned off Job — upheavals in 
the Communist world that 
shook all his contemporaries 
from office and two interna- 
tional negotiations that bilked 
him of fruits won on the field 
of battle. 
INTERNATIONAL PRES- 
TIGE 


In the course of this struggle 


Ho acquired an international 
prestige unmatched in the 
Communist world, and maybe 
even the world at large. When 
Leonid Brezhnev was still an 
indifferent student of land 
management in the Ukraine, 
Ho was getting to know Lenin 
and Trotsky in Moscow. While 
Mao Tse-tung was an obscure 
provincial leader of a failed 
insurrection, Ho was cutting a 
figure in Stalin's international 
Communist movement. And 
while Richard Nixon was being 
damobilized as a junior naval 
officer, Ho was negotiating 
national 
independence with 


General de Gaulle. 


Ho's international prestige 


was not a patch on his 
national stature. Men have 
died by the thousands with his 
name on their lips. He was 
known throughout North and 
South Vietnam as Uncle Ho, or 
the Venerable Ho. He combin- 
ed, in other words, a prime 
claim to national leadership 
with a spiritual quality. He 
came on as the Gandhi of his 
country as well as the George 
Washington — the "yogi and 
tiie commissar," as Jean La- 
Couture wrote in his superb 
biography. 


At leas two major currents' 


of policy flowed from Ho's 
exceptional 
r ol e 
For one 


thing, the unification of Viet- 
nam was a supreme personal 
mission — a fixed and un- 
changeable goal. The course 
towards that goal was held — 
and proudly, almost exultant- 
ly, held — despite the fell 
pressures m o u n t e d against 
Hanoi by the mightiest of 
world powers. It was held — 
subject to no postponement 
and little flexibility — even 
after the American position 
softened considerably. 


Secondly, thanks to his pres- 


tige, Ho bowed neither to 
China nor to Russia, but, on 
the contrary, exploited tension 
between them to his own 
advantage. "Nothing," he used 
to say, "is so dear to the 
Vietnamese as independence 
and dignity." 


There is no reason to think 


that the men who take over 
from Ho in Hanoi will move 
dramatically from his course. 
The Big Four — Premier 
Pham Van Dong, Party Secre- 
tary Le Duan, Assembly 
Chairman Truong Chinh, and 
Defense Minister Vo Nguyen 


Kraft 


Giap — have ben Ho's men 
for decades. His frailty and 
age were no secret, and: ifae 
successors had probably been 
planning against the day of his 
passing for years. 


SUCCESSION WORKED OUT 
Many details — the last 


appearance of Ho early in 
June, the sudden disappear- 
ance from Paris of the chief 
peace negotiator, Le Due Tho, 
on July 9, the announcement 
of an illness stretching back 
"several weeks" — suggest 
that the point of crisis in Ho's 
condition came some time ago. 
It is not unreasonable to 
suppose that the succession 
has already been worked out 
— perhaps with Ho himself 
approving the terms. 


Still, the disappearance of 


Ho alters the time frame 
around a settlement of the 
Vietnamese problem. Gone is 
Hanoi's hope of crowning Ho's 
career with unification achiev- 


ed. In addition, there has 
presumably been avoided, by 
pre-settlement, a leadership 
stuggle which would paralyze 
all negotiations. There is room 
for a new element of flexibility 
in the position of the other 
side. 


The more so because of the 


impact of Ho's passing on 
Moscow and Peking. A central 
element in the feeling that 
caused Peking and Moscow to 
court Hanoi is now out of the 
way. 
Instead of managing 


China andi Russia, North Viet- 
nam may find itself subordi- 
nated to the Sino-Soviet strug- 
gle — perhaps to the point of 
being unsupported by Russia 
and subject to being taken in 
tow by China. Thus to pre- 
serve their own independence, 
Ho's successors will have rea- 
son to toe more forthcoming in 
the peace talks. 


But tJie initiative will have 


to come from the United 
States. North Vietnam is too 
tiny, its sense of itself too 
weak, particularly with Ho no 
longer around, to do anything 
that might in the most remote 
degree be construed as suing 
for peace. 


It is up to Mr. Nixon to seize 


the moment. For the second 
time in Ms career he has been 
given a second chance He now 
has the chance to make pro- 
posals that are generous as 
well as cute, the chance to 
stop playing hard to get, the 
chance to go for big gains with 
big chips — the chance to 
make good on the opportunity 
missed when he first became 
President.

Johnson.

"This is where he does a lot 


of his writings, with a pencil 
up and down the margins, 
between the lines and every- 
where. He may pencil up 
drafts like this several times 
before he is finally satisfied." 


To back up Johnson's memo- 


ries and personal notes, his 
files contain about 22 million 
pages of documents accumu- 
lated during his 38 years of 
political life and about 250.000 
photographic negatives. Most 
of the material now is stored 
in the Federal Building at 
Austin, where his writers 
have a suite of offices. It later 
will be stored in the LBJ 
Library and Presidential Ar- 
chives under construction at 
the University of Texas. 


Before he left Washington, 


there 
were announcements 


that Johnson planned to lec- 
ture at Rice University in 
Houston 
and at 
the LBJ 


School of 
Public 
Affairs, 


which is part of a University 
of Texas complex along with 
LBJ Library. However, John- 
son later exercised an option 
on the Rice lectures and 
postponed them until this fall, 
at the earliest. 


University of Texas officials 


say their Johnson's lecture 
series likely will not begin 
until the LBJ Library and the

DE PERE — Despite heroic efforts by 


caretakers, vandalism has almost destroyed 
one of Wisconsin's most attractive historic 
landmarks. The simple cabin at Lost Dauphin 
State Park, a replica of the home of one of the 
most romantic figures of the period im- 
mediately f oUowing the French Revolution, is 


. in desperate need of repairs. 


Whether Eleazar Williams was, or was not, 


the legendary lost prince of France has 
violent partisans on both sides. No one 
disputes the fact, however, that the con- 
troversial Williams, who was instrumental in 
longing the Oneidas to Wisconsin early in the 
19m century, did make his home in a small 
cabin on the west bank of the Fox River just 
south of De Pere. The site has been an ex- 
tremely popular tourist attraction. 


Any visitor with a sense of history is almost 


sure to feel outraged when he sees the cabin in 
its present state. The neatly-clipped grass 
makes a background of almost painful clarity 
for overturned trash cans and a clutter of 
empty beer cans strewn carelessly around the 
grounds. 


At the west end of the cabin, which faces the 


parking area, three full-length split logs are 
'missing at ceiling height Running the entire 
width of the structure, the aperture gapes like 
an empty grin. A smaller gap disfigures the 
east end. 


Two window sills are completely gone, and 


traces of dry rot are becoming evident Other 
sffls and frames show evidence of having been 
hacked or gouged by sharp instruments.

Stones have been 
pried from the face of the fireplace itself. 
About half the chinking which once filled the 
interstices between the logs of the waBs has 
been pried out and is missing. 


The interior walls from floor to roof peak, 


and the window and door frames, are one 
solid mass of names, dates, initials and 
graffiti, lewd and otherwise. They have been 
carved, gouged, inked, chalked and spray 
painted on every available inch of space in 
such overlapping layers as to form what 
amounts to a patina. 


Two newly-built comfort stations also show 


the depredations of vandals. The east wall of 
the station designated for women shows 
several sizable holes that appear to have been 
made by high powered rifles. On an inside 
partition a half-life-sized nude male figure 
has been scratched deeply into the paint. 
Here, too, names, initials, dates and graffiti 
are in evidence. 


At the foot of the hill near the river, a once- 


picturesque rail fence is in a state of almost 
complete collapse. A large, charred area 


suggests that part of it may have been used 


for a bonfire. 


One final indignity has been visited on the 


historic site A stone marker facing the river 
road once held an identifying plaque. Now the 
stone shows only three heavy, twisted bolts 
testifying to the avaricious strength of a 


souvenir collector. 


The blank face of the stone on its cracked 


base seems almost prophetic of the 
anonymity and desolation that will soon 
overwhelmhistoric Lost Dauphin Park unless 
steps are taken immediately for its preser- 
vation and protection.

earth's crust are stored in the form of strain — physical 
deformation of the rock structure. Large blocks of material

Finally, the stresses build until the supporting rocks 


rupture, and the overstressed and deformed rocks snap back 
along the fault, causing an earthquake. The great majority of 
earthquakes originate at depths of 10 to 20 miles, although 
they can occur at any depth up to 450 miles. 


The nm of the Pacific Ocean outlines the world's greatest 


earthquake belt. Running from the Aleutian Islands to 
Japan, through the Philippine Islands to New Zealand, 
eastward to Chile and northward along the South Americart 
coast through Central America, the West Coast States and 
back to Alaska, this belt accounts for about 31 per cent of the 
world's large earthquakes. 


A second important earthquake belt extends from the East 


Indies through the Himalayas to the Mediterranean, and to 
the Azores in the Atlantic About 17 per cenf of the world 3 
large earthquakes occur here.

Tokyo Hit in 1923 


Tokyo-Yokohama, Japan was devastated in 1923 by an 


earthquake and fire that took over 123,000 lives. Seventy-five 
thousand inhabitants were killed in Messina, Italy, in 1908. 
Quetta, Pakistan, was struck in 1935 by a severe shock that 
claimed 60,000 lives. 


By comparison, the number of fatalities in the United 


.States is remarkably low, due mainly to better construction. 
of buildings and less dense population. 


About 1,250 people have lost their lives in the U.S. this 


century due to destructive earthquakes, and over half this 
number (about 700) were killed in the great San Francisco 
shock and fire of 1906. Other earthquakes which took large 
numbers of lives in the U.S. occurred in California in 1933,115 
deaths; the Aleutian Islands in 1946, in which 173 were killed 
InHawaiiby the seismic sea wave this quake generated; and 
Alaska in 1964,131 deaths, mostly from a seismic sea wave. 


There have been no earthquake-caused fatalities in this 


country since April 29,1965, when seven died as the result of 
the PugetSound, Washington earthquake. Three deaths were 
the result of falling debris, and four, heart attacks. 


In August, 1966, the Environmental Science Services 


Administration opened theNational Earthquake Information 
Center inRockvffle, Md. Operated under the U.S. Coast and 
Geodetic Survey, the agency's object is to make information 
about earthquakesavailable to alarger range of people. 


Among the first of the NEIC's new activities was the 


establishment of the Earthquake Early Reporting Services, 


which provides the location, magnitude and significance of 
larger earthquakes within two to three hours. 


To gather this information so rapidly, ESSA has equipped 


five of their observatories with alarms. These are at Guam, 
Mariana Island; Honolulu, Hawaii; Palmer, Alaska; 
Newport, Washington, and Tucson, Arizona. Whenever a 6 to 
6.5 magnitude earthquake occurs, the alarm sounds,, and the 
information is immediately telephoned to Washington, B.C. 
and vicinity, and from foreign stations who report in, NEIC 
geophysicists locate the earthquake's epieenter-the point on 
the earth's surface directly above the shock. 


This information is released to the press together with 


background reports; to scientists wanting to visitthe area for 
aftershock and engineering studies, and to disaster relief 
agencies. 


Sixty-eight countries and dependencies cooperate in a 


worldwide earthquake location program by providing 
earthquake observations to NEIC. The majority of these 
observations are on relatively minor earthquakes, whose 
epicenters do not need immediate location. 


Computer Solves Problems 


Twice each week, 15,000 or more such observations are fed 


into a high-speed computer capable of solving complex, 
problems at speeds measured in bffliontiis of a second. The 
computer locates four to five hundred earthquake epicenters 
within 15 minutes. Some 6000 earthquake epicenters are 
located each year using the computer. 


Seismologists describe earthquakes and their effects in 


terms of magnitude and intensity. There is a distinct dif- 
ference in the two terms. 


Magnitude is the measure of the ground motion of an 


earthquake at a fixed distance from the epicenter. It is the 
measurement of the shock waves from a quake, after 
•corrections have been made for the distance the waves have 
traveled. An earthquake's magnitude can be determined by 
"the recordings of^one or more very sensitive instruments,- 
called seismographs, at any distance from the epicenter 


Earthquake magnitudes are described as being on the 


Richter Scale. An increase of one unit on the Richter Scale 
means a tenfold increase in ground motion. Therefore, an 
earthquake of magnitude 8 is ten times greater than a 
magnitude 7 earthquake from the same distance, and 100 
times greater than one magnitude 6. There is no highest or 
lowest value on the Richter Scale, and it is not on a scale of 
one through ten as is commonly believed. 


The largest earthquakes ever recorded took place in 


January, 1906, off the coast of Colombia-Equador, and in 
March, 1933, off Japan, and were rated at 8.9. The smallest 
earthquakes are about minus 3. A magnitude 5 shock will 
generally cause some damage near the epicenter, depending 
on the soil conditions, type of building construction and other 
factors. 


Intensity is the measure of effects observed by people in 


any part of the shaken area during the earthquake. It varies 
from location to location for each earthquake, generally 
decreasing farther from the epicenter. In the United States 
the Modified Mercalli Intensity Sale is used to evaluate 
earthquake intensity. I on this scale indicates the effects are 
not felt except by a very few under specially favorable 
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conditions, whereas intensity XII indicates the damage as 
•total 


The Good Friday earthquake that devastated Anchorage 


and southern Alaska on March 27, 1964, was the strongest 
shock in North America in historic time. It was rated 
magnitude 8.5 on the Richter Scale. The NEIC reported 
property damage from the earthquake and accompanying 
seismic sea wave was estimated at over $450 million. One 
hundred thirty-one lives were lost, and thousands were left 
homeless without any source of income. 


The force of this earthquake was so great that two 


mountain ranges 80 miles from Anchorage were shifted to the 
south by 50 feet, and mountains south of Portage, Alaska, 
sank nearly 10 feet Kodiak, Afognak and Ushagat Islands 
moved to the south and east, and Montague Island, located 
near the center of the earthquake in Prince William Sound, 
rose by more than 30 feet In addition the Matanuska Valley 
settled by one-and-a-half feet, and the ocean floor between 
Kodiak and Montague Islands rose about 50 feet — the 
greatest such rise ever recorded. 


Death From the Sea 


An earthquake's greatest killer can come from the sea, 


Occasionally an earthquake will generate disturbances on or 
near the ocean floor, causing a seismic sea wave. Often 
mistakenly called "tidal waves," the great waves are known 
internationally as tsunami (pronounced soo-NOM-ee), a 
name given them by the Japanese, whose islands have been 
swept by the giant waves tune and time again. 


Tsunamis are a series of ocean waves of extremely long 


length and period. As a tsunami crosses a deep ocean at 
speeds up to 600 miles an hour, its length from crest to crest 
may be 100 miles or more, while its height is only a few feet. 
It cannot be seen from the air, or felt aboard ships in deep 
water. 


" As the tsunami nears the coast, the speed diminishes and 
the waves increase in height, sometimes to more than 100 
feet high, causing great property damage and loss of life as 
they crash ashore. For reasons of which scientists are not yet 
'certain, a tsunami's waves may be nearly negligible at one 
point along a coast, and violently destructive at other points 
nearby. 


Of 131 fatalities in the 19S4 Alaska Good Friday

Killed Many Thousands 


Before methods of rapid communication were developed, 


seismic sea waves often roared ashore on unsuspecting 
coastal areas thousands of miles from an earthquake's 
epicenter. More than 36,000 persons were killed by a tsunami 
in the East Indies in 1883, while 27,000 Japanese died in a 
wave in 1886, and 1000 more died in 1933. 


On April 1, 1946, a tsunami generated five hours earlier by 


an earthquake in the Aleutian Islands, struck Hawaii without 
warning. The 55-foot-high waves killed 159, injured 153 and 
destroyed $25 million in property. 


Following this disaster, U.S. Coast and Geodetic Survey 


scientists started development of the Seismic Sea Wave 
Warning System. Headquartered in Honolulu, the SSWWS is 
a maze of complex and sensitive seismic detectors, tied in 
with a network of Pacific seismographic and tide measuring 
stations. When an earthquake strong enough to cause a 
tsunami occurs, or unusual wave activity is recorded, the 
SSWWS immediately broadcasts the tsunami warning and its 
estimated time of arrival at various locations throughout the 
Pacific. 


The chances of your being injured in a major earthquake

TAIPEI (AP)- The cavernous tunnel is 


gouged 500 feet into the mountainside. Air 
conditioners filter the air, the machinery 
•whirring like a heart beat 


Tight security ensures that the tunnel is 


burglarproof. The builders hopefully claim 
that it is also H-bomb proof, 


"This is the soul of 4,000 years of the living 


Chinese culture," declares Marshall P.S. Wu, 
a Chinese scholar. 


The tunnel and the ornate National Palace 


Museum at its mouth house a quarter of a 
million examples of the gorgeous panoply of 
Chinese art. 


The small island of Formosa, separated 


from the huge China mainland by 100 miles of 
water and a much larger political gulf, is now 
the repository for much of the great Chinese 
tradition in the fine arts. 


In the crates of scrolls, porcelain, bronzes, 


jades and books is 70 per cent of the existing 
treasures of the imperial Chinese emperors. 
Many of the vast imperial collections were 
scattered to the four winds by revolution and 
conquerors during China's tumultuous 


history. 


"The emperors always had the best ot 


everything," says Wu, who also is chief of the 
exhibition division of the National Museum. 
"We have the best now." 


The accumulation of these priceless 


national treasures on Formosa is as dramatic 
a story as any in the history of Chinese art 
which had potters throwing themselves into 
their kilns because of less than perfect work, 
and emperors having senior officials 
executed because they sometimes dared 


question the authenticity of some of the most 
treasured imperial possessions. 


The 23,000 porcelains, 4,500 bronzes, 7,000 


paintings and numerous other items were 
gathered together in the decade following the 
violent overthrow of the faltering Ching 
dynasty in 1911. 


The imperial treasures at that time were 


lodged in three localities. The Nationalist 
Chinese collected a quarter of a million of the 
' best pieces and in 1933 began an art odyssey 
that lasted 17 years. 


The vast treasure trove was first packed in 


boxes that had withstood being dropped from 
high buildings. They were shipped to 
Shanghai by train, then by ship to Nanking 
moving with the headquarters of the Na- 
tionalist government that was fighting both 
the Japanese and the Chinese Communists. 


As World War H got under way, the 13,500 


crates were hastily split up and shipped to 
various points by truck, ship and river barge. 


Several times, Japanese bombers raided 


the heavily guarded convoys carrying the 
rare cargoes, but none was damaged in that 
way. One truckload of rare books was washed 
away in the Yellow River. Some moves took a 
whole year. 


But according to museum officials, the 


collection reached Formosa in the late 1940s 
almost intact, minus some heavy stone pieces 
left behind on the mainland because of their 
weight.

There is enough space available in the 


museum only to show 3,000 of the objects at a 
time The display is changed every quarter. It 
would take four visits each year for 20 years 
to view the whole collection.

YEARS OF HISTORY. By Maxime Rodinson. Seuil: Paris. 


Maxime Rodinson Is a French sociologist and specialist in 


Semitic studies who, from his first innocuous study of 
medieval Arab cuisine, has graduated to more committed 
themes such as those of his volumes on Israel and capitalism 
and on Mohammed. In none of them has he attempted to hide 
his Marxist (though of no party line) convictions and method. 


His latest work, "Israel and the Arab Refusal: Seventy- 


Five Years of History," tackles one of today's thorniest 
topics, and whoever reads this brilliant display of Jewish 
Intelligence and polemic skill soon becomes aware that ths 
author, determined to be fair and objective on every point,

intriguing to drop in on one now and then. Maxime Rodinson 
is a Marxist, a sociologist and a Frenchman (not necessarily 
in that order) who has been studying the plight of the Arab 
for many years.

These facts have often been obscured or twisted for 


political motives and by emotionalism in Western Europe 
and America with the result that the Arab cause is not given 
its due. Rodinson, however, presents a carefully documented 
case that takes Israel's motives into consideration - but 
devotes considerably more warmth to those of her enemies. 
A Jewish Arabophile is a rare bird these days. But rarer still 
(in fact nonexistent so far) would be a pro-Israeli Arab, and 
in this very impossibility, Rodinson might perhaps see a 
confirmation, of his own assumptions. 


Common Origin 


His central thesis is that the planting of Israel in Palestine 


meant the occupation of that country, almost wholly 
Arabized for more than ten centuries, by a people who, 
though of common origin, were now foreign and completely 
alien. According to him, therefore, the "Arab refusal" (in- 
cluding terrorism?) Is nothing but legitimate resistance to a 
foreign occupation. From this occupation and abuse, and the 
corresponding reaction throughout the Arab world, the 
author outlines the phases and policies that emerged, from 
the beginnings of Zionism with Herzl and Weizmann to the 
Balf our Declaration, from the two decades between the wars 
to the proclamation of the State of Israel and its political and 
military consolidation, right up to the lightning war of 1957 
and the unchanged - and perhaps aggravated - impasse 
that has resulted. 


It is obvious today, he says, that the Six Days War was 


technically started by Israel under the widely publicized 


threat of Arab encirclement and aggression. The fighting 
broke out because of a disastrous combination of cir- 
cumstances in which extremist tendencies joined forces and 
gained the upper hand on both sides over factions more 
disposed to seek compromise. Among the moderates, ac- 
cording to Rodinson, was the rather surprising figure of 
Nasser, whom he rates a warmonger in words rather than 
deeds - but who was finally forced to go along with the ex- 
tremists. 


This concept - so different from widely held Western 


'views at that time - should be enough to warn of the bitter 
taste that many pages of this book will give the average, 
reader, who is generally inclined to go along with Israeli' 
propaganda rather than accept the much less skillfully 
managed Arab line. Yet a reader with some knowledge of the 
facts is forced to concede the accuracy of many of the 
author's corrections of widely accepted factual errors, as 
well as the truth of his often unpleasant diagnoses 


The point of departure of this wholly Europeanized Jew is 


'his aversion to Zionism, the spiritual parent of the reborn 
State of Israel. His point of arrival is not — and cannot b* 
after the fifty years of history we have just lived through — 
'the nonrecogriition of Israel's right to live, but he says: 
'"When insistence on a right provokes too many disasters and 
injustices or even too many practical inconveniences, then 
'the suggestion that that right should be given up may be 
'justified." Hence we now have the prospect of a resurgence 
of the moderate on both sides: in Israel, someone of the 
•caliber of Sharett or Eshkol, now unfortunately both dead, 
against Ben Gurion and the military hardliners; among the 
Arabs, perhaps Hussein and even Nasser - if they can make 
a compromise solution acceptable to their people. 


I repeat that many pages in this book are jarring and even 


irritating, but at the same time they provide food for thought. 
It is not a pamphlet in the service of orthodox politics, of 
which Rodinson shows himself thoroughly independent: it is 
an intelligent and stimulating book, even if it raises many 
arguments that cannot possibly be discussed in this space.

International conspiracy, professional spies and counter- 


agents, the cold war, individual combat, the double cross, 
desperate escapes, an assassination plot-and in the midst of 
it all an amateur adventurer named Oliver Hazard Shippe, a 
42-year-old American expert on antiquities. 


These are the ingredients of Kuniczak's suspense novel, 


which follows his popular "TheThousand Hour Day," a story 
of the fall of Poland in World War II. 
. 


Shippe is lured into going Sn a professional capacity to an 


unnamed Soviet satellite state, where it takes a while for him 
to realize that antiquities are not the reason for his presence 
there. He has become a pawn in an international game of 
secret organizations. 


He becomes involved with a young woman named Kristin, 


a captive of the plotters, and while he is trying to match wits 
and guts with the shadowy spies, he fights out the battle for 
Kristin's sake. 


As in many suspense tales, this novel has a great many plot 


switches and quite a few fancy, superhuman feats of physical 
endurance. If you like tall yarns, this is your book. It is 
marked "An Entertainment," and is a rousing example of 
that category.

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A Master Storyteller Chronicles Life on The Avenue 


THE AVENUE. By R. F. Delderiield. Simon and Schuster. 


$8.50. 


The author of "The Green Gauntlet" and "A Horseman 


Biding By" has turned his talents in this long (1,032 pages) 
but enormously enjoyable book to a London suburb which 
adjoined open country until after World War II. He traces the 
interwoven lives of several families that lived on the Avenue 
from the end of World War I through the Depression and 
World War H. 


There is Jim Carver, who comes home from World War I to 


.find his wife dead of influenza. There is Harold Godbeer, 
solicitor's clerk, who finally marries Eunice Fraser. There 
'are the Friths, .the Misses Clegg and a number of minor 
characters, all carefully developed as they grow older and 
cope with the often troublous times before and during World 
WarH. 


Jim's children grow up; some are a joy to him, others not 


The story goes on with Esme Fraser, Eunice's son, who first 
makes a bad marriage with Elaine Frith, then comes into ' 
real happiness with his childhood companion, Judy Carver. 
Judy grows from a callow teenager, heartbroken when Esme 
prefers Elaine, into a well-adjusted young woman while 
Esme pursues his writing career. She marries another, who 
'is lost in the war, and joins the W.A.A.F. before she and 
Esme come together. 


Delderfield is a master of characterization; as the years 


pass, Ms characters grow and change in a most life-like 
manner. None of the people in this book remains a two- 
dimensional being. 


The impact of World War II on ihe Avenue is well 


described. When the street is first hit in the early Battle of 


Britain, Mrs. Frith and her disagreeable son, Sydney, perish 
in a direct hit. Late in the war a V-l devastates the other side 
of the Avenue with heavy loss of life and property; among the 
victims are Jim Carver's oldest daughter and her husband. 
.Along the way, the residents cope with blackouts, shortages, 
and the fear and boredom that are so much a part of war, but 
their determination to take the worst and keep going is never 
extinguished. 


There are good and bad characters among the many in this 


volume, but in the main, many of the seedier ones improve as 
the years pass, and the general tone is one of cheer, rather 
than gloom. The author believes wholeheartedly in sex as a 
.necessary ingredient of a good marriage, but happily for the 
reader who dislikes sex and violence, he does not go into 
details beyond the bedroom door. 


THE EMPEROR'S SWORD. By Noel F. Busch. Funk & 


Wagnalls. $5.95. 


For a battle which marked the beginning of the end of colo- 


nialism, Tsushima is little remarked nowadays. But, as Noel 
Busch points out in "The Emperor's Sword," the battle had 
a considerable string of firsts and onlys to its credit. 


Most important, the Japanese destruction of an entire 


Russian fleet in an afternoon showed that an Oriental country 
could defeat an Occidental one. Arising from that realization 
came Pearl Harbor, the increasing nationalism of the Far 
East and finally the end of traditional colonialism in India 
and Indonesia. 


But Tsushima was also notable as the first sea battle in 


which an armored battleship was sunk by gunfire alone. It 


was also the first modern battle which resulted in complete 
destruction of an enemy fleet. 


Busch, an old Japan hand, has devoted a disproportionate 


amount of space to the Japanese side although the lackadai- 
sical voyage of the Russian fleet half around the world is a 
better human interest story. Casual, opium-ridden and 
discontented seamen in ancient and weedgrown ships are not 
a happy theme, but there's a moral in lack of morale. 


The author concedes this in a passage of Gibbonesque 


dignity and balance. Russia's very size, he says, caused a 
singular disadvantage: 


"This was a high degree of internal dissension between a 


corrupt and ineffectual ruling autocracy on the one hand and 
a surly and ignorant peasantry on the other, which the shrill 
complaints of an overly articulate intelligentsia did more to 
accentuate than to relieve." 


One other observation is worth remembering to explain the 


rise of transistor radios and such-like exports: 


"Industry in general was," he says in commenting on the 


Japanese, "considered not, as it was then and still is in the 
West, as a means to personal prosperity but rather as the 


means of national survival."

Take Care of Your Pet - - and Vet! 


By Carole Warner 


So you have a new pet! 
You have acquired the right type of food, as specified by 


the person from whom you bought tbe animal. You have a 
new collar and leash, brushes, combs and dishes. But have 
you forgotten something? 


You have if you have neglected to take this new member of 


your family to the veterinarian. 


Why? 
For your own protection and that of your family, as well as 


for the health of your pet, a visit to your veterinarian should 
have top priority. 


First, you wouldn't want to bring into the home an animal 


that might be ill. Nor would you want to lose that new 
member of the family to disease — especially distemper — 
which can easily be prevented. 


Fortunately, we In the Fox Cities area have a number of 


well-qualified veterinarians. If you are not already 
acquainted with a veterinarian, the person from whom you 
acquired your pet may be able to recommand one for you. 


Most veterinarians appreciate an appointment. Then they 


will be able to devote more time to examining your pets, and 
giving him the shots that he may need. 


Your veterinarian will keep a record of your visit and 


record all necessary information. He will notify you when 
your animal needs booster shots. If you should happen to 
need his services in an emergency, he can, by referring to 
your pet's record, more quickly and easily diagnose the 
trouble. 


Such information as the dog's age, his general physical 


condition, his temperament and breed (certain breeds have 
aliments common'to themselves) can help your vet make the 
right diagnosis and prescribe what is necessary for its return 
to health. 


Depending on the breed, dogs and cats will live, on. the 


average, from 12 to 15 years of age. By giving good physical 
care and the proper medical help when needed, you can help 
your pet equal or exceed this average life expectancy. 


Many times, medical problems of pets are found too late to 


effect an adequate cure or comfortable relief. Remember, 


your pet cannot tell you when something is wrong. Many will 
even try to hide their problems. Therefore, a program of 
periodic health examinations will benefit both you and your 
pet. 


Let's go over some routine matters concerning our pet and 


his health. 


First, the young animal should have a routine examination. 


The various types of immunization should be discussed and a 
preventive program planned. He should be examined for 
worms, fleas or any skin problems. 


Second, every six months to a year, your pet should visit 


his doctor. His teeth, skin and temperature should ba 
checked. Any abnormality in behavior should be noted and 
discussed since this could be a clue to a health problem. His 
immunizations schedule should be checked and any needed 
boosters given. 


In the first eight to 10 years of life, the health exam will be 


of a general nature. After 10 years of age, you may want 
some laboratory work done, such as a blood or urine 
analysis. 


Thirct follow your veterinarian's recommendations for any 


shots or preventive measures. In some parts of our country, a 
certain disease is more widespread than it is here. If your dog 
is to go hunting, he should have his rabies immunization; if 
he is only to be a house pet, then he may be able to do without 
it. 


If your animal is going to be transported to another part of 


the country, he will need both a health certificate and up-to- 
date shots. 


Your veterinarian can help your pet only as much as you 


let him. Careful observation of an animal by the master can 
assist the veterinarian in arriving at a quicker, more ac- 
curate diagnosis, and perhaps, even in saving the animal's 
life.

One last thing: be considerate of your veterinarian. He 


loves his work, or he wouldn't be in it. Yet he, like all of us, 
does like his evenings off, his weekends free. If at all 
possible, and except In cases of emergency, call on your 
veterinarian only during office hours, and then by ap- 
pointment. 


Alpine Meadows 
Abound in Alaska 


By Clara Hussong 


Above timber-line, in high mountains all over the world, you 


will find rock-strewn meadows filled with tiny, colorful 
flowers. These are called alpine meadows. 


The farther north you go, the lower the altitude for tim- 


berline, the point at which trees no longer grow. On our trip to 
Alaska we found alpine meadows at only a few thousand feet. 
This is due to the short growing season of the far north and 
the presence of permafrost Even the low, flat tundras near 
the Arctic Ocean can be called alpine meadows. 


Many of the flowers that grow in this kind of habitat are the 


same kinds that grow here, but much smaller. On our trip to 
Alaska we found miniatures of the toadflax or "wild snap- 
dragon," bluebell, fireweed, fringed gentian, sunflower, 
daisy, lupine and many more. There were also such strange 
(to us) species as bistort, moss campion, leutkia, and various 
kinds of mountain heathers and mountain primroses. Some 
of these we had seen in high places in our western parks. 


If you've never seen an alpine meadow, you can get an idea 


of how beautiful it is by looking at the pictures accompanying 
the article, "Alpine Summer," in the July issue of Audubon 
Magazine. In it the author and photographer, Bill Ratcliffe, 
observes that the tundra, or alpine meadow, is the same the 
world over. 


World Wifliout Trees 


"It is the world of no trees," he says, "and if the scientist 


were to view only a narrow piece of tundra removed from it' 
environment, he would not be able to place it. 


• geographically." 


So if you want to see an alpine meadow, you don't need to 


go to the European Alps. You can see beautiful flowery 
meadows In such western and Canadian parks as-- 
Yellowstone, Rocky Mountain, Mt. Ranier, Glacier, Banff 
and Jasper, as well as in various parts of Alaska. 


There are flowery mountain meadows at lower elevations, 


too, in all the places mentioned above, but here the plants 
grow at their usual heights. The climate and soil conditions 
are such that they can grow and flourish as they do at low 
levels such as are found in Wisconsin, for instance. 


In an alpine habitat, however, they grow very slowly, 


Ratcliffe says in the Audubon article. Some may grow only a 
third of an inch in 10 years, and may put out only two tiny 
leaves a year. A moss campion, he says, may take 10 years 
before it puts out its first blossom. Almost without exception 
these plants are perennials. An annual has hardly a chance of 
producing blossoms and fruits (seeds) during one season. 


In one of the bookstores in Anchorage we bought "Wild' 


Flowers of Alaska," by Christine Heller, published by the 
Graphic Art Center, Portland, Ore. It has hundreds o£ 
colored pictures of flowers of that state7, including those 
found in alpine meadows.

Violets Love lava Rock' 


By Kalherine B. Walker 


Many years ago I became interested in growing African 


violets in a materialknown as cellular lava foam. At least it's 
known to some people by that name. To me, it's lava rock. 
The stuff looks like a rock when seen from any distance; 
dose up, it resembles sea-froth that has solidified. It is 
lightweight, a chunk weighing only about a fifth as much as a 
real rock of equal size would weigh, and it is rather widely 
used for decorative purposes (indoor waterfalls, etc.) where 
the weight of real stones would make their use impractical 
When thoroughly soaked, it can be worked with almost any 
toolyoubappentohavearoundthe house. Wear heavy gloves 


When working with it; it can slice your fingertips like a 
thousand tiny knives. 


Through experimenting with it, I have found that the 


minimumheightforalava rock on which you wish to grow an 
African violet is three inches, and the diameter should be no 
less than seventaches. Itcanbemuch thicker and broader, if 
wm wish. A planting pocket should be no larger than 
necessary to accommodate the plant's roots with a little 
crowding, and only as much soil should be used as is 
necessary tohoW the plant in place. Gouge out the hole with a 
heavy screwdriver, or use a large bit Saw the base of the 
rock off flat, to provide a steady foundation, but leave the 
rest of the rock roughly rounded. 


Beneath the rock, use a watertight saucer not much larger 


in diameter than the rock itself. Watering should be done 
from above, in the normal fashion, with sufficient excess to 
fffl the saucer. The plant should not need additional water 
until the saucer is bone-dry. 


Lava rocks offer many good things for plants. Their porous 


composition provides aeration for roots, and excellent 
drainage,yetthematerial holds moisture over a long penod. 
It wffl also retain plant nutrients if these are applied as a 
solution. Inquire atastone yard orabuilding supply house; if 
you don't get any response when you ask for lava rocks, try 
asking for cellular lava foam! Tbat ought to get attention, 
even if you can't find the rocks.

Range and Variety 
Of Ornamental Plants 
Virtually Limitless 


By Uncle lock 


One of the delights of the home gardener in our climate Is 


ttie gradual discovery that the range and variety of or- 
namental plants is virtually limitless. 


I fancy that I have had a somewhat better than average 


experience in puttering about the backyard-at least in 
duration of the hobby - but I have been pleasantly surprised 
this year with the discovery of a thrifty, hardy, prolific find 
beautifully ornamental plant known as the hosta. 


] must confess also that I learned about this distinctive 


ioliage plant from a comparative amateur - my daughter- 


in-law. 


My son and his wife bought a new home a few years ago, 


and thereby inherited a row of hostas that had been set out by 
1he previous owner. So rapidly did they spread and multiply 
that Linda suggested that some of the clumps could be 
divided and the surplus offered to me, and idea that I found 


eminently sound. 


Ergo, I now have a plant that wffl prosper in the most 


inhospitable spaces around my house- the sunless, dry and 
otherwise difficult edge between walk and house that is 
beneath the wide roof overhang of our one-story home. 


The bloom of the hosta is relatively insignificant. But its 


joliage is gorgeous, with the various strains producing in 
green yellow green, gray, blue-gray, white and yellow 
margined, and probably yet other combinations that I have 
not yet found in perusing the catalogs and the reference 
books in search of more knowledge about my new plant 


acquisitions. 


For the beginner, perhaps the most appealing charac- 


teristic of this plant is its hardiness. It was already late in the 
spring when we divided the clumps, chopping roughly with a 
garden spade. We set the pieces about a foot apart, end 
watered well. Within a month they were es healthy and 
prosperous as they had been in their original bed. Within a 
few years we will have a solid mass of the richly-colored 
leaves close against the basement foundation where we have 
had repeated failures in attempting to introduce other flower

Naturalist Joiin Muir often enjoyed the view on state 51, 


south of Poynette. where blue; sapphire hilltops appear to 
have been in a golden setting. The emerald appearance of the 
evergreens adds to the jewel-like scenic beauty that unfurls 
itself to the western horizon. A marker set in a smalt park 
beside the highway, points out the place where Muir stopped 
to gaze on his frequent trips to and from Madison. How the 
blue hills in the distance must have refreshed him when ha 
walked from the University to his home! 


The high bluffs of Perrot State Park, overlooking the 


winding Mississippi, seem to present an even more splendid 
panorama when the foliage forms a colorful accent to the 
mighty river. 


The stony heights of Rib Mountain are softened by the 


white birches with their yellow crowns The birch trunks 
form a picture frame through which can be seen the far-flung 
flatlands. 


Autumn Spotlight 


A wild, scenic canyon from the west seems to have been 


dropped into northern Wisconsin where the Bad River flows 
through Copper Falls State Park The cascades and 
waterfalls take on an added beauty when Autumn turns her 
spotlight of colors on the trees rimming the rocky gorges and 
the rushing waters. 


Potawatomi State Park, where Green Bay and Sturgeon 


meet, is especially colorful in the fall. Government Bluff, a 
famous limestone headland, is breathtaking not only from

highlights.

the most enviable positions a television 
actor can enjoy. As the replacement for 
Dick York as Samantha's husband, 
Darrin, on "Bewitched," he is virtually 
assured of instant success. 


"It certainly is a different feeling for 


me," the tall, likable actor said. "I think I 
hold some kind of record in Hollywood for 
having done pilots that sold but never 
made it 


"I even did one with Dana Wynter that 


was an immediate sale but never got on 
the air. She changed her mind and decided 
she didn't want to do a series. And would 
you believe it was the 'Green Acres' 
premise?'' 


Sargent's long list of television credits 


includes a starring role in the "Broadside" 
series, which kept him from originally 
getting the "Bewitched" role five years 
ago. 


"I've got so many of these flukes in the 


past" he said, "but the one that bothers 
me the most is 'The Tammy Grimes 
Show.' She is a great performer, but the 
series did so much damage to everyone 
connected with it. It's like a bad dream." 


If that was a bad dream, Sargent is 


happily in for some good ones, starting 
xvith the new TV season. He is so effusive 


about his feelings for Elizabeth Mon- 
tgomery that he almost stutters when he 
talks about her. 


"We have the greatest rapport I've ever 


enjoyed with anyone," he said, "and I just 
hope that it comes over on the screen. I 
had only one problem when we started 
shooting and that was corrected right 
away. 


"I seem to have some of the charac- 


teristics of a Charlie Brown. You know, the 
nice little guy who gets all the feminine 
sympathies without even trying. 


"I had always assumed that Damn was 


such a character and when we started 
shooting the first show, I let that aspect 
come out. And I was wrong. 
- "In all the years of watching the show, it 
had never occurred to me that Darrin is 
actually a very strong character. When 
you think about it, he really has to be to 
control his wife's magic. Did you ever 
notice that she never uses the magic ex- 
cept as a last resort?" 


Although that was the only problem of 


any proportion, Sargent later admitted 
that there has been a raft of minor 
situations. It seems that the company has 
been together for five years and everyone 
is acutely aware of the character 
relationships from actors to carpenters. 


After a series of disappointments, 


Dick Sargent's luck should change 
as he lakes over the role of Darrin 5m

"I'm the new kid on the block," Sargent 


said, "and I have to feel my way around. 
And it's kind of embarrassing when you 
play a scene and you see a prop man or 
electrician shaking his head and saying, 
'No, that won't work.' But I watch them 
and listen and I think they've helped IDC 
get the feel of things." 


Whether or not he really has gotten the 


feel of things on "Bewitched" will only be 
known over the next five, 10 or 15 years.-

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Super group's first album-is it super?

The formula for creation of a 


"super group" is to take at least 
two big name rock stars from 
separate backgrounds and 
place them in the same combo. 
The first truly super "super 
group" is Blind Faith, com- 
prised of Steve Winwood (late of 
Traffic and previously Spencer 
Davis Group), Eric Clapton and 
Ginger Baker (two-thirds of 
disbanded Cream) and for- 
merly obscure Rick Grech (of 
an English 
group 
called 


Family). The odds are strong 
we'll see more of these com- 
binations 
in 
the 
future, 


especially 
considering the 


massive success of Blind 
Faith's first concerts, both in 
England and the U. S. 


Whatever 
unexpected 


gatherings take place in the 
future, Blind Faith really 
started it all. What of Blind 
Faith? 


The name of the new "super 


group" is a literal expression of 
at least a couple of members' 
religious beliefs. Winwood's 
"Can't Find My Way Home" 
shows an anti-materialistic 
desire to be spiritually pure (or 
perhaps to become purely a 
spirit). Vague and incomplete 
phrases 
speak 
of finding 


someone: "You are the reason 
I've been waiting so long." Is 
the "you" Eric Clapton? Steve 
also speaks of being lost and 
wasted and not finding "home." 
(Sweet Loretta Martin of the 
Beatles' "Get Back'5 may be 
able to go home, with her Mama 
waiting for her and everything, 
but who else finds it so easy?) 
"Somebody holds the key," but 
Steve "ain't got the time" and is 
"wasted." Sad, perhaps, but the 
best cut on "Blind Faith" (Atco 


SD 33-304A). (Incidentally, the 
A at the end of the record 
number indicates the cover, 
which is shown at the right. If it 
has a B at the end, a picture of 
the group substitutes for the 11- 
year-old 
girl, who looks 


suspiciously like she could be 
Baker's daughter.) "Can't Find 
My Way Home" is handled with 
utmost-delicacy. Steve's voice 
is at its purest — a fine, high 
tenor; not really the falsetto 
some have called it. Guitars and 
drums are in a wonderful 
conjunction of understatement. 


Clapton's "Presence of the' 


Lord" in some ways answers 
Winwood's despair with a| 
confession of faith in the form of 
a beautiful hymn. Where Steve 
states, "Somebody holds the 
key." Eric says, "I can open 
any door." He disclaims any 
personal power, however: 
"Everybody knows the secret; 
everybody knows the score." 


Though 
Steve 
sings 


"Presence" very well, as he 
does all six numbers, I think 
Eric should have sung this 
himself. Firstly, whatever his 
shortcomings as a vocalist, the 
extremely personal statement,' 
and very clear message to us, 
deserved Eric's personal at- 
tention. Leaving the lead vocal 
duties to another makes it seem 
secondhand or just another 
song, which it certainly isn't. 
Secondly, had he sung it, he 
might have kept 
out of 


mischief; i. e., his totally 
wrong-headed, 
misplaced, 


flashy-dashy, I'm-not-Hendrix- 
yet-but-I'm-trying guitar solo. 
Seriously, would we accept this 
bridge if it weren't Clapton? 
Would we allow it if it weren't 
his song? Thankfully, it's short 


and as he pulls in and wah-wahs 
to the end, we can only wonder 
what Winwood might have

Two other Winwood pieces 


"I Had to Cry 
Today," over-long (8:49) and 
reminiscent of the first Traffic 
album ("Mr. Fantasy"), tends 
to weld his voice too closely to 
the instruments, losing the 
subtle shadings arid nuances' 
that deserve to stand a bit 
apart. Still, it is an adequate, all 
right song. But quite unin- 
tentionally, the very distinctive 
and prominent bass pattern 
reminds me so strongly of a 
novelty song of some time ago 
("Please Mr. Custer") that the 
whole thing never quite makes 
it for me. 


"Sea of Joy" is a simple, 


attractive sort of thing which I 
could believe Winwood writes in 
his sleep. Absolutely unforced 
and pleasant, it is enhanced by 
some violin work (either two or 
double tracked) — a sideline of 
Grech's. That bit of unexpected, 
rather country sound, makes 
side two worth hearing. 


The only track unmentioned 


is the 15:20 "Do What You 


Like," by Baker. Every critic 
I've read has hated it; but in 
truth, it doesn't get tiresome 
until everybody is called upon to 
do his thing whether he has 
anything to say. Steve's is a one- 
handed organ solo which is 
restrained 
beyond 
belief. 


Clapton's guitar is meatier and 
the listener should stay with this 
until he's finished. The tone is 
crystalline; more like what 
"Presence" needed. Well, in 
between chanting we get an 
almost invisible, but long, bass 
solo by Rick and Baker's so-so 
drum solo. Then, the whole 
thing craps out along absurdist 
lines — probably Winwood's 
idea. 


Has the super group produced 


a super album? No. But it's an 
album with many nice (there's 
an indefinite word) features, 
and as so many critics have 
predictably said, I can hardly 
wait for the second Ip.

HOLLYWOOD (AP) - Miss- 


ing from the television season 
that is about to start is one show 
for which there was simply no 
place in the schedule. 


The show' a comedy about 


two airline stewardesses, is in 
full production in London, Ven- 
ice, Rome and New York de- 
spite the fact that it has no place 
to land. 


Nine half-hour episodes have 


been filmed so far of the cur- 
rently untitled series, which 
first was called "Meet Millie1' 
and then "Up She Goes." 


The man behind the program 


is Sheldon Leonard, one of the 
most successful producers in 
television, who is now under ex- 
clusive contract to NBC. 


The show, which stars 


English comedienne Millicent 
Martin and American Patte 
Finley, simply could not be 
fitted into NBC's fall schedule. 
The network added only seven 
shows — one of which is 
Leonard's "My World and 
Welcome To It." 


"Where is the time spot I need 


between 8:30 and 9?" Leonard 


asked. "Sunday, I don't want. 
There are three movie nights. 
'The Virginian' is on Wed- 
nesday. What am I down to? 


"We're meticulously doing 


this thing—forgive my pompous 
attitude—like a Rolls Royce 
project. So we're doing a 
project with no time available 
for it." 


Most likely, the show will be 


worked into NBC's lineup at 
midseasoa But if it isn't then 
Leonard will run into the prob- 
lem of keeping his cast together 
after completing the first 16 epi- 


sodes. 


Leonard is best known to the 


public for his gangster roles in 
the movies and his later televi- 
sion parodies of them. But his 
real success has been as the 
creative power behind such ser- 
ies as Danny Thomas, Dick Van 
Dyke, Andy Griffith, "Corner 
Pyle" and "I Spy." 


However, his last series, "My 


Friend Tony," was a flop. But 
he credits that to its placement 
at 10 p.m. Sundays, an hour 
when its teen-age idol, Enzo 
Cerusico, would be least likely 


to attract a young audience. 


Leonard sat at the end of a 


deeply tufted brown sofa in his 
office at Paramount Studios. 
Behind him, near his desk, a 
sculptured horse's head reared 
out from the wall. Occasionally, 
Leonard lighted the stub of an 
expensive-looking cigar, but 
mostly he used it to stab the air 
emphasizing his points. 


"There are a great many 


things wrong with television," 
he said. 


"From my point of view the 


circumstances are such that a 
show can't survive on its 
merits. 


"Danny Thomas took il 


years to establish, but you 
more program turnover tht 
he said; "L)ick Van Dyke 
canceled at the end of its i 
year. In the next three yeai 
became a show business 
end."

Impressionism in black and white 


By Pierre Thonon 


Emile Degelin, the Belgian 
director, 


recently finished his third feature-length film, 
"Palabre," which is probably also his most 
interesting from an international point of view. 
"Palabre" tells the story of three young male 
Africans, scholarship students at the University 
of Louvain, who spend one of their weekends 
exploring the Belgian seacoast resorts, like any 
ordinary tourists. Except for the color of their 
skin, they could be Flemish or Walloon youths, 


A Ghanaian at the University of London, 


a Senegalese at the Sorbonne, a Congolese 
in Brussels- Not long ago black African 
students were lonely figures in European 
universities. Now their numbers are grow- 
ing fast under the impetus of demand for 
teachers, technicians and administrators. 
In "Palabre," Belgian filmmaker Emile 
Degelin seeks with superb style and per- 
ception to get at the nub of their experi- 
ence. Forty-foiir->ear-old Degelin, evinc- 
ing a touching faith in the young, used only 
untried actors, African students in Bel- 
gium for his story. Pierre Thonon, of 
Special, the Timf-ly Brussels weekly, re- 
views "Palabre.'' 


hailing either from the northern Dutch-speaking 
part of Belgium or from the French-language 
regions of the south. 


"I am struck by the unbelievable number of 


blacks you meet in all parts of Europe these 
days," Degelin explained. "Fifteen years ago, 
when I was in Paris, I knew a few at the Cite 
Universitaire; but they were looked upon as rare 
phenomena indeed. Today, young Africans and 
other blacks are everywhere — wherever the 
young congregate to study, wherever the mood 
and tempo of. modern-day living is most ap- 
parent. And what I admire about them most is 
their extraordinary capacity for adapting. 
Recently I met some black students in 
Czechoslovakia; they were speaking Czech. In 
Germany, they spoke German. And that was the 
point of departure for my film. It intrigues me 
how a young man arrives from Africa, willing to 
bury himself in some corner of Europe for a 
certain length of time; and not just in a large city 
like Paris, as was the case a few years' ago. I 
wanted to examine fully the conditions of life 
faced bv these students. Because thev are so 


young, for one thing, they still have an enormous 
ability to adapt themselves; and then, even more 
important, they have that one saving resource — 
which is an immense joie de vivre, a completely 
natural desire to take from life all of the 
pleasures it has to offer. That's why I decided to 
make three black students in Belgium the 
protagonists of my newest film. I wanted to show 
how they approach life — which is usually in a 
sunny, optimistic manner — despite the fact that 
their lives here are liable to terrible disap- 
pointments and very difficult moments, on the 
moral plane as well as in other areas." 


Passing through Bruges, the three Sunday 


excursionists come upon a couple who set them 
to dreaming: the man is black, like them; the 
girl is white, like the young girls who flutter 
around them in the university corridors of 
Louvain. The couple are getting out of a sports 
car. They are laughing, happy. The happiness of 
people who always insist that money does not 
bring happiness. And, from then onward, all 
along their journey — Ostend to Nieuport, 
Coxyde to La Panne to Furnes — the three young 
Africans are haunted by this brief encounter. 
They never stop discussing it among themselves, 
letting it affect their reactions to everything — to 
the countryside, to the various episodes and 
discoveries that await them on this holiday. 


Even the title of the film illustrates this. 


"Palabre" is a word that resists translation; 
"palaver" or "powwow" might serve as vaguely 
appropriate synonyms, if these did not contain a 
kind of humorous ironical condescension which 
is not evident in the French term.) For, in this 
endless conversation about the couple who 
fascinated them, their imaginations returning 
again and again to this chance meeting, the three 
students transform what might have been a 
banal.weekend outing Into one long palabre, 
never quite finishing, continually starting up all 
over again, reinforced by various country set- 
tings, moods, events. 


"I have always been fascinated by the art of 


palabre," states Degelin. "One would be wrong 
to think it exclusively African. It is found equally 
in the old French tradition, for example, of 
family dinners or reunions among friends — 
whose essential justification lay In this need to 
talk about everything and nothing, to exchange 
impressions without any obligation to settle 


anything, without any desire to convince one's 
partner. In our country this delicious art has 
been well nigh lost, kiUed off by television; but 
the African students living among us know how 
to preserve this patrimony. And how right they 
are to do so ...!" 


"Palabre" is the first 100 per cent Belgian film 


(until now, films have been co-productions, 
usually with France). Another distinguishing 
factor is that it is in color. "But I wouldn't like 
people to think I made 'Palabre' in color from 
any opportunistic motives," the moviemaker 
explained. "On the contrary, I'm rather con- 
vinced that using color simply in order to get a 
lot of 'pretty pictures' is just throwing away a lot 
of extra money on something that is not very 
important. After 10 minutes an audience no 
longer even notices it is watching a color film. On 
the other hand, if color is used freely, in an ex- 
perimental manner, without any blind allegiance 
to post-card-type 'realism,' it can constitute an 
additional dramatic element." And it is in this 
way that Degelin has used it, just as he has also 
manipulated the soundtrack, both sound-effects 
and dialogue, to dramatic ends. "Palabre" ... 
the very title implies that the words must not be 
mere explicative additions to what is being 


' shown, "but must also translate precisely through 


"their tone a certain manner and style of living. 
Because of this, "Palabre" is being released in 
three different versions: in Dutch, because the 
film was sponsored at the start by the Cinema 
Section of the Flemish Ministry of Culture; in 
French, to permit international distribution — 
and also because it is the language that the 
African scholarship students speak at Louvain 
(with the exception of some blacks coming from 
the Netherlands Antilles); and, finally, in 
Lingala, because that is the mother tongue to 
which the blacks resort when they palabrent 
among themselves — which repeatedly hap- 
pened throughout the shooting. 
, 


"In order to obtain maximum authenticity, I 


recruited my actors from the students at 
Louvain and Brussels," Degelin explained. (The 
three excursionists are portrayed by Gregoire 
Mulimbi, a law student; Jacques Mulongo, a 
medical student; and Jean Kabuta, a philosophy 
student. The couple is played by a black from 
Cape Verde, Umberto Betancourt, an agronomy 
student, and a young Belgian model, Arlette 


Lahaye.) 


"These young people have tremendously al 


intelligences," Degelin continued. "But none 
them had any acting experience, despite 
three months' coaching I made them unde 
before I began shooting. In this sense, they w 
very much less pliant than professional act 
whom you can ask to do anything without e 
having to furnish them the least explanat 
why. These young men were worried about 
dramatic use I might make of certain scene 
asked them to play. And that pleased me, 
tually. It proved that they did not consider tl 
roles the way professional actors do, as fore 
to their own personalities; they felt invested v 
a certain sense of responsibility concerning tl 
characters. I had the feeling that they wo 
have refused to act in any scene they deer 
detrimental to their own individual dignity, 
that might have given a distorted image of bl, 
students in Belgium. And that's what I wanl 
My interpreters were, in some ways, 
'technical advisors' as well in all that conceri 
the essential nature of the film. For that reast 
believe that the movie will truly illuminate, v 
dignity, the manner of life led by so m. 
African students in Europe." 


This does not mean, however, that "Palab 


is the kind of problem film so many intellect 
insist on making. Neither politics nor sociol 
interest Degelin.

MALAGA, Spain — Robert 


Shaw, who earns a quarter of a 
million dollars a movie, laughed 
at the question. It was: How can 
you EARN that kind of money? 


"I know a lot of people feel it's 


unfair that actors should get so 
much for what they see as being 
so little work." he said, "and 
they are right in a way but 
wrong in another. 


"First of all the economics of 


Western society — which I may 
or may not agree with — decree 
that sums of this order are 
payable because of the returns. 
But what many people do not 
realize is the way the money is 
sometimes earned. 


"They hear of scandals, 


divorces, 
huge 
alimony 


payments, yachts, 
private 


airplanes and all the trimmings 
of what the man in the street 
must see as the nonsensical 
high life of a group of people 
who are grossly overpaid. That, 
admittedly, is to a large degree 
true but there is more to it." 


Shaw, who is starring in 


"Figures in a landscape" now

Malaga, 


southern Spain, said: "Take 
this production. It is an ex- 
cellent example. 


"We are working in what is 


sometimes appalling heat. The 
temperatures are normally 


over 85 degrees, but we often 
work on locations which are 
natural sun traps. There are 
dried up river beds where the 
sun beats down into what 
becomes a reflector and the 
temperatures soar. 


"We began shooting about 70 


miles from here right on the 
snowy peak of the Sierra 
Nevada, well over 10,000 feet 
high. We were looking down on 
the clouds. The sun was brilliant 
and bounced like a hard ball off 
the snow. Everyone, Joe Losey, 
the- director, Malcolm Mc- 
Dowell — the boy from 'If who 
is appearing with me — was 
burned. We had all just arrived 
from London but there was no 
time to sunbathe 
gradually, 


there is an enormous amount of 
money at stake — so out we 
went and our faces were raw. 
The air was thin because of the 
height, breathing was difficult, 
but Malcolm and myself had to 
run and climb for miles every 
day with our hands tied. 


"For rne a terrifying feature 


and a very important one of 
'Figures in a Landscape' is the 
helicopter. Malcolm and I are 
two escaped prisoners who are 
hunted by this lone helicopter 
for 400 miles. The pilot is 
cunning and vindictive. He 


swoops to a few feet from the 
ground and harries us over 
broken ground like some big bat 
trying to knock us over with his 
skids." 


Shaw continued: '"As it 


happens I am a bad flyer. I am 
very uneasy about planes or 
anything that flies. Yet here is 
the helicopter — and the pilot 
who flies it for us is quite fan- 
tastic— swooping within inches 
of our heads with a propeller 
whizzing like some lunatic 
scythe. 


"There is a vital scene when 


we are burned out of a sugar- 
cane field by soldiers the 
helicopter has called up. We had 
to race through the blazing 
stalks which were over seven 
feet tall then dive into a 
stagnant ditch which, believe 
me, really did smell and was 
full of water snakes. They are 
not my favorite creatures but I 
had to grab one. 


"The canefield where we are 


working Is hopping with the 
fatest spiders I have ever seen, 
the occasional scorpion and 
chameleon." 


Shaw added with a smile: 


"So, 
apart from the con- 


siderable concentration needed 
to play certain parts let it not be 
said that actors do nothing for 
their fat fees."

WASHINGTON- To prohibit

The study, "The Effects of the 


Common Ownership on Media 
Content and Influence," was 
commissioned 
by 
NAB 


following the FCC's proposal to 
limit common ownership of 
mass media outlets in the same 
market. 


It was prepared by George H. 


Litwin, assistant professor of 
the Harvard Business School 
and William H. Wroth, research 
director of Intermedia Systems 
Corp. They were assisted by 
Neil M. Moss, managing 
director of the Motivation 
Research Group, a division of 
the Behavorial Science Center 
of the Sterling Institute. 


The findings show that in the 


vast majority of cases, par- 
ticularly in medium and large 
markets, common ownership of 
several media outlets is 
favorable to the public interest. 


In markets where there is 


influential competition and 
where no common owner can 
achieve a dominant position, 
"the substantial resources 
available to commonly-owned 
media enables them to provide 
better service to the public and 
to maintain higher standards of 
business ethics and public 
service^' 


Balanced competition, the 


study shows, will not be 
achieved by limiting ownership 
to single media outlets. 


"Rather, it is important to 


consider the particular media 
operating in a market, and to 
encourage the growth of singly- 
or- commonly-owned media 
which have sufficient resources 
to provide effective service, and 
yet are comparable in media 
influence and audience share." 


It said that in many cases, 


limiting common ownership or 
forcing divestiture "would lead 
to a decrease in both diversity 
and validity of news and in- 
formation, and a reduction in 
the quality of entertainment 
and public service program- 
ming." 


The media then would be 


forced to rely very heavily on 
the same few news and 
program sources, such as 
networks and wire services, and 
would not have resources 
sufficient to develop meaningful 
local origination programming.. 


The result would be the op- 


posite of what the FCC intends: 
control of news and program 
sources would be concentrated 
in fewer hands, rather than 
more hands. 


The study recommends that 


the Commission or Congress 
develop flexible guidelines 
which would take into account 
particular market conditions, 
the nature and influence of 
present and anticipated com- 
petition and economic and 
organizational resources of 
media owners. 


Regarding influence of the 


mass media on public thought; 
and behavior, 
the study 


reported that "the popular 
myth that a strong media 
message by itself can change 
attitudes or behavior is not 
supported by the evidence." 


It said 
the 
audience's 


predisposing attitudes com- 
bined with their opportunity for 
choice and their economic 
behavior gives them significant 
influence over the content of the 
media. 


The content of the media," 


the report stated, "to a great 
degree reflects and reinforces 
public attitudes and behavior 
rather than molds them."

HOLLYWOOD (AP) — Doris 


Day, like lots of Doris Day fans, 
•was disappointed by her first 
year in television. 


Her emotions, however, are 


mixed since she also realizes it 
was the strong, if unpleasant, 
medicine that pulled her 
through the most difficult 
period of her lif e. 


Martin Melcher, her husband, 


died a few weeks before produc- 
tion on "The Doris Day Show" 
was to start last spring. They 
had not only been married 17 
years but Melcher had been her 
agent, her manager, her 
business brain and her partner. 


Doris Day, of course, is a val- 


uable theatrical property. A 
motion picture star whose name 
for years has created box-office 
magic, she was committed 
contractually to CBS in a 
multimillion-dollar deal that 


included future theatrical film 
as well as the network's half- 
hour situation comedy series, so 
she could not just give up to a 
personal crisis. 


The blonde actress recalled 


that period in her Me almost as 
one remembers a nightmare. 
Composed and relaxed, she sat 
Jn her dressing room at CBS 
Studio Center during a lunch 
break and talked about the past 
and the future. 


"After Martin died, I felt par- 


alyzed," she said. "I knew that 
we had to start the series, but 
all I wanted was to shut myself 
up in the house.

What Should Parents Tell 


College campuses are no longer secluded retreats for the wealthy, 


the gpldpsti-maUower has given way to the social-protester-and is

HEN I FIRST left home for college 
some 30 years ago, my father 


said, "Son, you now have an opportu- 
nity to forget the present and study the 
past as prelude to the future." A few 
minutes later he added, "And please 
don't come home with a raccoon coat 
and a ukulele!" 


Right now I have three children, a son- 


in-law, and two nephews enrolled in Amer- 
ican universities, and I can't think of any- 
thing like that to say to any of them. I feel 
more like giving them the advice I got when 
I went to war: "The important thing is to 
learn how to stay alive and keep a good con- / 
science, too." 


As everyone knows, college campuses are 


no longer secluded retreats or playgrounds. 
Instead, they are battlefields, where scholars 
must ask themselves whether they are shirk- 
ing their responsibilities if they refuse to 
take an active part in making the great po- 
litical and moral decisions of the day. 


I might as well admit right now that I 


can't mourn this. I've talked to a lot of col- 
lege students lately whom I have met while 
lecturing. They are a new breed, and some 
of them are frightening. 


But I prefer them to the members of my 


Harvard class who made headlines by swal- 
lowing live goldfish or the young of a later 
day who rioted only when they tried to steal 
underwear from the women's dormitories. 
What with football rah-rah, fraternity high- 
jinks, and the listless studying of dull, emi- 
nently forgettable courses, I don't think the 
colleges of the past can be treasured as an 
ideal worth recapturing. 


Students today are more serious, and they 


should be, for they have greater problems 
than my generation. For one thing, the De- 
pression instilled in us the need to earn monejr 


and security. A lot of today's youngsters have 
been brought up prosperously unhappy. They 
can't see the point of working hard to get a 
good job and a mortgaged house in the sub- 
urbs. That's what they're trying to escape. 


Present-day colleges have lots of students 


from the slums, both black and white. In my 
day, the poor seldom went to college, and we 
rarely heard their complaints. Our era of 
prosperity is in some ways harder on slum 
children than the Depression was. It makes 
their poverty unique and more hopeless. 


Most of the youngsters nowadays are also 


far more confused and angrier about war 
than my generation was^ When the Japanese 
attacked Pearl Harbor and when we under- 
stood what Hitler was doing to the Jews and 
other Europeans, my generation experienced 
the great joy of taking up a righteous cause 
that we knew we could win soon. . 


The war in Vietnam is, of course much 


harder to get enthusiastic about. Our young- 
sters hear some of their elders, both at home 
and abroad, protest that it is immoral and 
insane; others shout that we must win to pro- 
tect the world against communism. And the 
history of the Vietnam war, which isn't even 
legally a war, is foggy and complex. But one 
thing is clear—any war, pushed to its ulti- 
mate conclusion, will blow up everybody. It's 
also clear that while the elderly argue about 
the war, the youngsters are forced to fight 
it, no matter what they believe, unless they 
can prove that they are conscientious objec- 
tors, a burden which the present laws make 
almost impossible. 


Is it any wonder that the youngsters are 


angry and bewildered? But the great major- 
ity of them go calmly along taking the pre- 
scribed school courses, .falling in love, and 
trying to make reasonably constructive plans 
for .the future. 


-1'. do/ not -&n$b Jhowever, that ^fchia great 


majority of quiet ones react the way their 
parents did. They couldn't, for the world has 
changed too much. They listen to the wild 
ones screaming of injustice and try to figure 
things out. In the quiet ones there is a con- 
stant struggle between their desire to lead 
productive, private lives and to make public 
protest against injustices. 


There is not much doubt that many of the 


quiet, sensible students admire the wild ones. 
That is why the campus radicals are impor- 
tant nowadays far beyond their number. 
which is still small. The bearded, long-haired 
rebel screaming of the outrage of war when 
this country has not been attacked, poverty 
in the midst of prosperity, and racial preju- 
dice in the midst of reforms is the big man 
on the campus these days. The football hero, 
fraternity president, or that quaint old-fash- 
ioned character—the man judged most likely 
to succeed—run poor seconds. 


Our youngsters are not stupid! How could 


they be with us as their parents? They know 
that there are radicals of many kinds. Some 
are psychotics who at heart want to destroy 
everything; some are disciplined Commu- 
nists. Others are simply using the great prob- 
lems of the day as an excuse for stepping up 
the ancient struggle of the young against the 
old. There are also a good many genuine 
idealists who feel that the world is going mad 
and that it is the job of every sane man to 
work toward saying it. 


The great majority of quiet students are 


listening carefully to the rebels, and when 
they are convinced that they are right on 
some particular cause, follow them. Young- 
sters today need a lot of strength to concern 
themselves with the great issues of the day 
and at the same time to work toward the high 
marks which good jobs and graduate schools 
universally require. 


Students, who even in normal circum- 


stances might have difficulty making the 
grades, are often bewildered and depressed 
by the demands made on their conscience and 
intelligence. But colleges emphasize the fact 
that they are supposed to be dealing with ma- 
ture persons, not children. A large university 
is an especially impersonal place with few ad- 
visers who have the time to cater to a con- 
fused student and offetmueh encouragement.

Grooms calls it, was obtained 
fivm the Tibor de Nagy 
Gallery in New York and 
given anonymously to the 
Institute by a former Chica- 
goan. It is currently on exhib- 
it at Gunsaulus Hall. 


Weighing two tons, the tab- 


leaux of Chicago, consist of 
five main pieces built of ply- 
wood and bearer board and 
painted with acrylic. Among 
the reconstructed scenes of the 
present are the traffic-ined 
Michgan Avenue bridge, the 
commuter-congested 
Ravens- 


wood "el" train ,the Chicago 
River area around Marina 
Towers and the "Magnificent 
Mile" section of Michigan Ave- 
nue. The fifth scene is "The 
Historical Arch of Chicago" 
which in part depicts Mrs. 
O'Leary's cow, Lincoln and 
Douglas, Jane Addams of Hull 
House, Al Capone, Sryus Mc- 
Cormick, Red Grange, Sally 
Rand and Mr. and Mrs. Potter

the Museum of Contemporary 
Art from Sept. 13 through Oct. 
26. Architectural models, pho- 
tographs, photostats, plans, 
drawings, films, and slides 
illustrate this survey of more 
than 350 towers by architects, 
engineers, artists, and fan- 
tasists in the museum's upper 
gallery. 


Highlights of the exhibition 


include a full scale mock-up of 
the steel exoskeleton of the 
John Hancock Center's 75th 
floor; a working model of 
NASA's Saturn Launch Tower 
and Vehicle Assembly Build- 
ing; architectural models of 
the Hancock Center, Marina 
City, New York's World Trade 
Center; Mies van der Rohe's 
Toronto Dominion Center; re- 
productions of 29 entries to 
the famous 1922 Chicago Trib- 
une Tower competition; mod- 
els of an archaelogist's recon- 
struction 
of the legendary 


Tower of Babel, and Chicago's 
Water Tower; and manv fan- 
ciful drawings and models of 
tower proiects by 
artists. 


Displays of watch towers, 
architectural t o w e r s , engi- 
neering towers, communica- 
tions towers, restaurant ob- 
servation towers, artists' tow- 
ers, and a brief historical 
survey of towers are syste- 
matically grouoed with re- 
lated tape recorded interviews 
and explanatory text. 


The museum's curator. Da- 


vid H. Katzive. began assem- 
blyine material for the exhibi- 
tion last spring. The idea of a 
show on towers arose in 
response to Chicago's unique 
involvement with tower struc- 
tures from the Water Tower 
through the Tribune Tower, 
Mies van der Rohe's 860 Lake 
Shore Drive towers, Bertrand 
Goldberg's M a r i n a City, 
Schipporeit and 
Heinrich's 


Lake Point Tower, and Skid- 
more, Owings, and Merrill's 
John Hancock Center. 


The a p p e a r a n c e in the 


1960's of many observation- 
restaurant towers throughout 
the world was also an influen- 
tial factor in planning the 
exhibition. These structures, 
like the Eiffel Tower 
or 


Seattle's Space Needle, are 
slender structures offering a 
view and prestige to the city 
where they are erected. Fre- 


quently they are topped with 
a TV transmission mast which 
mercifully spares skyscrapers 
from this burden. 


Tall structures customarily 


serve a function of providing 
a panoramic view. Curator 
Katzive explains that this 
"invariably creates a feeling 
of personal power or awe in 
the spectator. It is exhilarat- 
ing to look down at the world 
from a high altitude. As in 
ancient times a high vantage 
point offers security and in- 
formation about the terrain." 
An extensive portion of the 
exhibition i n c l u d e s towers 
with this watch tower function 
— airport control towers 
(with notable designs by the 
late Eero Saarinen and I. M. 
Pei). ranger lookout stations, 
crow's nests, primitive tree 
top structures, war-time sen- 
try stations, and astronomical 
observatories. 


An engineering section is 


devoted to functional towers 
including the NASA exhibit, 
graceful and innovative water 
towers, oil drilling rigs, min- 
ing towers, and bridge towers. 
"Among the most imaginative 
forms in the show," says 
Katzive, "are these water 
towers where the designer 
was not plagued by a conflict 
of human and functional re- 
quirements in one structure." 


Communications t o w e r s 


transmit or relay information 
as opposed to watch towers 
which r e c e i v e information. 
Lighthouses and railroad sig- 
nal towers transmit light; bell 
towers and minarets transmit 
sound; radar, microwave re- 
lay, a n d radio-TV towers 
transmit radio waves, and 
high tension electric power 
towers transmit electricity.

vate lives of the youths who have come there 
for the sole purpose of improving their minds. 
What they do in their spare time is their own 
business. 


Today's sudden freedom can be as frighten- 


ing as it is heady to the youngsters who have 
been kept under tight reins by schools and 
parents. They find all the old basic assump- 
tions being challenged. Why is it wrong for 
a young couple to live together without being 
married? Why is it wrong to smoke pot when 
so many of their friends do? 


It is a rare and lucky parent who hears 


these questions asked at home. But they are 
there in the eyes of our children, and in one 
way or another they will find the answers, 
with or without our help. 


College today can be so overwhelming that 


far more students drop out than in my day, 
despite the fact that it is harder than ever to 
get a good job without a degree, and despite 
the vulnerability to the draft that dropping 
out provokes. Faced with such circumstances, 
fond parents can't help but be worried about 
more than the soaring expense when they 
start their sons and daughters on the great 
adventure of getting a higher education. 
What do you say when you see the children 
off to college? What do you say to them, and 
what do you say to comfort yourself when 
you return to your suddenly quiet home? . 


Of course, the important thing for us el- 


ders to remember is the extraordinary fact 
that the great majority of the students are 
somehow coping very well with all the confu- 
sion on the campus. The youngsters are work- 
ing hard to try to figure out answers to the 
great problems of the day which they did not 
create, and which all too many of their par- 
ents simply try to forget. 


One way to keep in touch with youth is 


to show them that the old as well as the young 
care about the war in Vietnam, and the other 
great problems which concern them. The 
generation gap should not simply be between 
those who care and those who don't. 


If students drop out, that should not be 


regarded as too great a tragedy, for many 
of them return to college and do better than 
ever, after a few months of work at dead- 
end jobs. The youngsters of today are trying 
to discover new ways to live meaningful lives, 
new paths that lead to something better than

a big bank account and a new car. We 
shouldn't be surprised if the bravest ex- 
plorers sometimes get lost. 


In my opinion, the great majority of the 


students are learning a lot more than my 
friends and I did in college, not only from 
their professors, but also from each other. 
They use the word "love" a lot, and if you 
watch the way they deal with each other, 
you can't doubt that most of them mean it. 
They keep saying that the most important 
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thing is to care about people, to be involved, 
and I think they are groping for the truth. 


I have given up trying to give advice to 


college students these days. I just try to offer 
sympathy, understanding, respect, and a little 
money. My simple reward is that they often 
talk to me. 


Much of what they say is foolish, but the 


old should be used to forgiving that. The 
extraordinary thing is that so much of what 
they say and do is wise and good. •/

The Double Life

EREDITH MECRAE, who stars

Billie Jo, remembers her singer- 
actor father exploding in anger 
because, as a child, she spilled milk. 


Meredith MacRae, who is anything but 


a demure country girl off-camera, remem- 
bers her actress-comedienne mother Sheila 
MacRae as being so permissive she al- 
lowed her to spend the summer at a boy- 
friend's house-when she was only 15.

Dieting Until Death! 


Anorexia nervosa, doctors call it-an aversion to 
food caused by psychological hang-ups 
so strong even hunger cannot overcome it

R 


ECENTLY an 18-year-old 
wanting to look like her 


modeling idol, Twiggy, died, a 
45-pound skeleton. She had 
dieted herself to death—a vic- 
tim of malnutrition and an- 
orexia nervosa, which is an- 
aversion to eating. 


"Anorexia" means loss of appe- 


tite; "Nervosa" is self-explanatory, 
but this disease is far more serious 
than a high-strung absence of hun- 
ger pangs. Anorexia nervosa suffer- 
ers literally cannot force themselves 
to eat, even when they are starving 
and, in some cases, craving food. 


The typical anorexic is emaciated, 


young, surprisingly lively, probably 
constipated. If male, he is most like- 
ly impotent; if female, she is prob- 
ably not having menstrual periods. 
Except for the staggering weight 
loss, there is nothing physically 
wrong—it is psychosomatic. 


Anorexia nervosa occurs more of- 


ten in adolescent girls and young 
women than it does in males of the 
same age group. The background 
usually includes extreme family fo- 
cus on food, possibly obese parents, 
and frequently a lifelong desire to be 
thin. It can be triggered by fears of 
physical maturity, usually starting 
during a diet. It is a symptom of 
deep-seated psychiatric distress. 


From actual anorexia case histo- 


ries come accounts of 1) a boy who 
hid food in a bag held between 
his legs during meals. He routinely 
scraped butter off his bread onto the 
underside of his chair and put other 
objectionable food into the bag, 
which he disposed of later; 2) a girl 
who slipped most of her food, meal 
after meal, to the family dog sitting 
under the table while her parents 
bickered; 3) a girl who weighted 
her underclothes with a large collec- 
tion of half-dollars whenever her 
mother put her on the scales; 4) a 
girl who kept a marked satin ribbon 


around her waist, not allowing her- 
self to expand beyond it. "I prefer 
dying of hunger than becoming as 
big as Mama," she said. 


Teen-age is a time of hypersensi- 


tivity. Often anorexia patients admit 
feeling desperately lonely, ugly, cut- 
off from others, and unwanted. They 
can't cope with being called "chubby." 


In addition, there are general fac- 


tors. Middle- and upper-class adults 
often fluctuate between overeating 
and crash diets. Confused young 
people, especially in families where 
one or both parents are obese, may 
determine to avoid the same mistake. 


The average person can diet with- 


out too much fear of aftereffects. 
The unknown anorexic, however, has 
no guarantee that normal eating hab- 
its can be resumed after the extra 
poundage is gone, and the disease 
does not erupt during a single trau- 
matic incident with food. 


One girl, for example, felt sure 


that if she ate squash she would 
vomit, so her family agreed that she 
should eliminate it from her diet. 
Gradually, more and more foods re- 
minded her of squash and gave her 
the same nausea. By the time she 
saw a doctor, almost all food tasted 
like squash. 


Certain victims believe that only 


a specific food will not cause bad 
symptoms. One girl kept evaporated 
milk until it dried out into hard 
curds, which she considered a deli- 
cacy and ate exclusively. 


One articulate girl told her doc- 


tor, "The fear of being fat has to 
this day constituted my most terrify- 
ing problem. Without a doubt, my 
inferiority complex has arisen from 
this one deep-seated fear. I won't be 
the same as when I was growing up 
—fat and insecure." 


From psychiatrists' notebooks come 


accounts of childhood contributing 
factors. One mother followed her 
daughter to school and physically 
forced her to eat the remainder of 
an unfinished breakfast. Extremely 
common was the practice of using 
food as a bribe—"You've been a

good boy. Have some cake." 


Another anorexic's mother alter- 


nated between food orgies and star- 
vation crash diets. The daughter had 
similar tendencies but overreacted 
She just couldn't stop dieting, even 
when told that she was starving. 


Food equals evil, self-indulgence, 


or sexuality to some. Under psycho- 
therapy, one girl revealed that food 
had come to stand for sex. Because 
her upbringing did not permit her to 
date boys (though she wanted to 
very much), she denied herself food 
as a punishment for her lustful im- 
pulses. Some anorexics of this type 
alternate between almost total ab- 
stinence and binges, only to induce 
vomiting when finished. 


There is no safe leeway for any 


home-style cures. Psychiatrists stress 
that best results are obtained with 
early and vigorous treatment. It is 
the doctor who must decide if the 
loss of appetite is truly anorexic. 


Treatment is on two levels, physi- 


cal and psychic. Frequent high ca- 
loric meals are sometimes prescribed, 
but in severe cases the anorexic is 
hospitalized and given tube feedings 
Then immediate psychotherapy digs 
for causes. The doctor must reassure 
that there is no organic basis for the 
disease. With early treatment, the 
majority of anorexics recover. 


If you suspect someone in your 


family of having anorexia nervosa 
or being a borderline case,-get help 
fast. Never try do-it-yourself psycho- 
therapy. Confide your fears to the 
family doctor. Let him decide if spe- 
cialized treatment is needed. $

On the average, a hobo can 


and does make up to $10 per 
day, 
"bumming up" nouses, 


asking for handouts They will 
chuckle and repeat, "It only 
takes four bits 20 times to 
make 10 bucks " 


And each day's "10 bucks" 


goes to buy a little food and a 
lot of wine or whisky, all 
consumed in the day's tunes 
As a rule, a town is good for 
"bumming up" for three days 
in a row, at the most, and 
then it's time to catch the 
next fast freight somewhere 
else 


Some of the riders passing 


through this area are trapped 
by the liquor and "glamour" 
of Chicago's skid row when 
passing through that area.

Pacific, do enforce no-rider 
rules strictly. One railroad 
has a policy of putting noticed 
riders off in the desert.

I 
have my Ph.D.." he contin- 
ued."1 was an individual who 
invested his life in the profit- 
less trials of marriage, televi- 
sion, and five days weekly of 
teaching a rather uninterest- 
ing group of people things 
none of them certainly cared 
to learn or remember beyond 
test dates." 


High-School Dropout 


His friend, John, a wino 


suffering from a severe hang- 
over, had little to say. He 
claimed he is 42 years old and 
a native of East Dubuque, HI., 
who has been "on the road" 


since being booted out of the 
Army in 1955. 


"I quit in my last year in 


high school and joined the 
Army in '44.

wife. I believe, has been 
trying diligently to find me 
for 10 years now. A photo in 
the newspaper certainly will 
help her. won't it." 


John was equally camera- 


shy: 
"I been in trouble. 


Maybe Fin still in trouble. No 
pictures." 


At the same time he ex- 


plained his social drop-out, 
Zarathustra b e g a n philoso- 
phizing: 


"I've discovered there is 


only one good thing in life 
man can do — only one — 
that is to be nice to others. 
I'm like Johnny Appleseed.. I 
go around here and around 
there planting little seeds that 
say. 'Be nice, children. Be 
nice.'. 


"We all will live and we all 


will die. What else can we do 
for one another? 


"Perhaps I taught men how 


one another's minds work. 
But don't you see it doesn't 
change how they work. We 
still have nothing better to do 
than, hurt and kill one anoth- 
er. 


'Just be Nice' 


"No m a t t e r what one 


learns, the only real contribu- 
tion he can make in the end is 
to be nice to everyone, rather 
than killing. 


"I have no need now to 


engage in competition for the 
dollar, ranch homes, color TV, 


two cars, diet dinners and 
'two pots in every chicken' 
It's all worthless now. I just 
see. smile and say, 'Be nice, 
little children.' 


"There really is nothing else 


you can do, you know — 
nothing else at all." 


When asked how he recon- 


ciled "being nice" with his 
desertion of his wife. Zar- 
athustra answered: 


"I have no regretS about 


my 
wife. She is a 
fully 


capable human being with no 
sense of compassion for her 
fellow man. Not even she 
could say I was not nice to 
her before I left her. 


"But I am very sad that I 


brought three little babies into 
this world. It's terrible to 
make babies to face the 
human race." 


'Bomb Is Solution' 


In 
answer 
to 
a query 


concerning Zarathustra's solu- 
tion to world problems, he 
said: 


"I won't try to solve the 


world's problems. Besides, the 
human . race has 
found 
a 


solution, I believe, the bomb. 
Exterminating t h e human 
race is the most painless, 
peaceful solution." 


The writer's own experi- 


ences "riding the rails" in the 
past have taught him that if 
Zarathustra 
d i d represent 


himself correctly as a hobo, 
he is an exception in the 
"profession." John is more 
typical. 


The filled box cars depart- 


ing from the Dust Bowl and 
heading into the Depression 
are a thing of the past. The 
hobo trade's ranks are dimin- 
ished. On the usual through 
frefght train, you might find 
one or two, but probably none. 


The drifters travel 
from 


town to town, via rail, partly 
from wanderlust, partly from 
shiftlessness, but mainly for 
"economic" r e a s o n s . They 
roam the North and East 
during the summer and South 
and West in winter. 


'Bumming Up' Homes 


On the average, a hobo can 


and does make up to $10 per 
day, 
"bumming up" houses, 


asking for handouts. They will 
chuckle and repeat, "It only 
takes four bits 20 times to 
make 10 bucks." 


And each day's "10 bucks" 


goes to buy a little food and a 
lot of wine or whisky, all 
consumed fti the day's times. 
As a rule, a town is good for 
"bumming up" for three days 
in a row, at the most, and 
then it's time to catch the 
next fast freight somewhere 
else. 


Some of the riders passing 


th'-ough this area are. trapped 
by the liquor and "glamour" 
cf Chicago's skid row when 
passing through that area. 
Skid row can be an addiction. 
If they don't make the break 
soon enough, they may be 
numbered among the bodies 
found frozen to death in the 
cabs or trucks parked on the 
cky's streets in winter, where 
they found a "drop" (bed) for 
the night. 


Most of the traffic over 


rails bypassing Lake Winne- 
bago is "diverted." The Fox 
Valley is off the regular hobo' 
routes, but eastbound travel- 
ers may switch to the Green 
Bay W e s t e r n at Winona, - 
Minn., for a night or two at 
the Green Bay "Salvy," the 
Salvation Army, a hostelry 
rated high in the "profes- 
sion." 
Cities along the Fox River 
and Lake Winnebago catch 
this traffic as it heads south 
for Chicago, where a "trans- 
fer" 
will be made to a 


railroad going in the desired 
direction. 
Crews on the North Western 
and Soo Line railroads said 
there is some hobo traffic on 
their trains, but unless the 
traveler makes trouble, he 
usually is "just not seen" by 
the crew. 


Railroad companies have 


strict rules against allowing 
boxcar 
riders, 
because of 


complaints from municipali- 
ties where hoboes leave the 
trains and because the rail- 
road could be sued for injur- 
ies to the rider, should any 
mishaps 
occur during his 


travels. 


'Yard Bulls' Gone 


Even though the rules re- 


main, the legendary "yard 
bulls" and "railroad dicks" of 
the past, with their pistols and 
clubs, are a thing of the past 
for most railways outside the 
big cities. 


Some roads, notably the 


Burlington and the Southern 
Pacific, do enforce no-rider 
rules strictly. One railroad 
has a policy of putting noticed 
'riders off in the desert. But 
most let the traveler continue 
in peace, if he does the same 
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for the railroad. 


When riding boxcars, the 


writer has found train crews 
to be both considerate and 
generous on most occasions. 
Usually, should the rider se- 
lect a dirtj' boxcar, he will be 
referred to one that is clean- 
er, if possible, by the crew. In 
one instance, members of a j 
crew even shared sandwiches 
with the writer and a com- t 
panion riding the train.

A Sorry Picture 


The nurse recalled seeing a 


young soldier in the rehabili- 
tation section during her first 
day of the recent stay. 


He had no legs, one arm 


and a baby in his lap as his 20- 
year-old wife pushed him in a 
wheelchair. 


"I don't think we realize the 


number of young people who 
have these disabilities," says 


Robert Benson, a physical 
therapist at Appleton Memo- 
rial Hospital who also is a 
major in the Menasha-based 
Reserve section. 


Determination of the young 


soldiers to get better so they 
could leave the hospital im- 
pressed Benson, as did the 
personnel at the 1.000-bed 
installation. 


Do Not Tire 


"They were untiring," he 


explained 


"They see men and they're 


so wrapped up in the fact that 
they need help that they're 
willing to put in a lot of 
time." 


The "pride" of the patients 


had a similar effect on the 
Fox Valley residents compris- 
ing the section, according to 
Dr Edward Loftus, chief of 
medical services at Wmne- 
bago State Hospital. He is 
commanding officer of the 
section with the rank of 
colonel 


"It instilled in our people a 


desire to perform better," he 
explained. 


Seeing so many injuries "of 


this type and on this scale" at 
first was "somewhat of a 
startling experience" for the 
Valley citizen soldiers, Loftus 
said 


Marvelous Response 


Most of the injuries either 


require amputation or neuro- 


surgery. The response of the 
wounded who begin the road 
at recovery at Fitzsimons 
causes one to marvel, Loftus 
said. 


"When a man falls out of a 


wheelchair, you pick up the 
wheelchair and set it up but 
you don't pick him up," the 
colonel explained, adding that 
the patient will get back in 
the chair by himself. 


The unit was rated excellent 


to superior in surgical and 
nursing area, the commanding 
officer said. 


"The ' w e e k e n d warriors' 


were more than willing to do 
their job." he noted proudly. 


Differing Views 


Though then* devotion to 


their unit was evident in 
interviews, different view- 
points were expressed by 
members about what working 
with Vietnam wounded did to 
then- feelings on the war. 


"Just tell me why we're 


there?" q u e s t i o n e d Miss 
Gruetzmacher. 


"I wish I could be convinced 


that the war wasn't because 
we have to save our dollar," 
she said. 


"Don't tell me we're there 


because our g o v e r n m e n t 
thinks we have the best way 
of living," she added. "Maybe 
we don't. It's the only way of 
life I know." 


Her viewpoints as a civilian 


do not mean she doesn't feel 
serving in the Army Reserve 
isn't a valuable and worth- 
while e x p e r i e n c e , Miss 
Gruetzmacher is quick to 
point out. 


"I think it's wonderful," she 


said. "I've tried to talk other 
women nurses into joining. 
There's a togetherness in our 
unit that I really enjoy." 


Toby Roth, an Appleton real 


estate salesman who is a first 
lieutenant and special aid to 
Loftus, said he compared the 
wounded in the hospital with 
"slovenly dressed, unwashed 
young people who seemed to

Newspapers, radio and tele- 


vision stations and practically 
every other media of public 
information are constant re- 
cipients of requests for assist- 
ance from organizations, indi- 
viduals, "worthy causes," 
community projects and even 
business establishments. 


A constant flow of press 


releases comes with each 
day's mail and editors' tele- 
phones buzz with calls re- 
questing news stories, editor- 
ials, pictures and, on occa- 
sion, free advertising space. 


And this is a good thing. 
Many of these projects and 


causes deal with activities 
that are newsworthy in them- 
selves. Others suggest ave- 
nues of approach that can 
result in the development of 
news material by the news- 
paper staff. Some suggest 
picture possibilities with real 
human interest. 


Aren't News 


But many of the so-called 


"news" stories are not news 
at all. They consume editors' 
time and fill their wastebas- 
kets and, most serious, they 
impart a stigma to all of the 
unsolicited m a t e r i a l that 
comes into the office. 


This isn't necesary. 
Professional public relations 


people know the difference 
between news and propagan- 
da. At least, they should. But 
it is part of their job, of 
course, to present their clients 
in the most favorable light 
they can and too often editor- 
ializing and opinion creep into 
their copy, usually in the form 
of l e n g t h y and irrelevant 
quotes from some officer or 


other official with the client 
organization. 


But I am not so much 


concerned with the profes- 
sional PR people as I am with 
the sincere and conscientious 
amateurs who strive to get 
publicity for the projects they 
are asociated with. Instead 
of writing news they try to 
preach a gospel. 


Naturally, the person who is 


appointed publicity chairman 
out of the clear and with no

experience, wants to do a 
good job for the cause he 
represents but he just doesn't 
know how to go about the job. 
Naturally, he isn't an ac- 
complished news writer. If he 
was, he would probably be in 
the business. 


But even so, even the most 


inexperienced can learn the 
information needed to make a 
news story and can organize 
his material to ease the job of 
the re-write man the editor 
assigns to work the material 
over and make it a news 
story. 


Stick to facts. Make sure 


names and addresses are cor- 
rect and identify individuals 
with their responsibility in the 
project that is the subject of 
the story. Give full details 


with dates and places and 
what is going to happen. You 
can't be too explicit. The 
newspaper staff will weed out 
the irrelevant material as 
long as the story is an honest 
story that gives timely facts 
that attract public interest. 


Localize Stories 


Localize stories with the 


names of local people and 
places, and activities that are 
happening in the local area. 
Keep it simple. Give your 
name and phone number so it 
is easy for a reporter to check 
with you on details if checking 
is necessary. 


And remember, news media 


want local material. In addi- 
tion to its newsworthy quali- 
ties the media feel a keen 
responsibility to be part of 
and take part in community 
affairs as long as they are 
worthy and of concern to a 
sizable portion of their read- 
ers and listeners. 


That is my sermon for 


today, with one more admoni- 
tion: 
Don't send publicity 


material unless you honestly 
beb'eve that the fellow who 
lives on the otherlide of town 
and knows nothing about you 
or the project you are trying 
to help will be interested in 
learning about it and will 
want to read the mesage you 
are trying to convey. 


But don't give up. Keep 


trying — a little harder to do 
a little better. Here at the P 
v/e want to know what is 
happening with the projects 
and causes and organizations 
and programs that you believe 
are worth while. 


If we possibly can, we want 


to help.

Lake Michigan Keeps Secret of Lunker Fish

TWO RIVERS - The tip of 


the rod jerked slightly and then 
bowed back under heavy pres- 
sure. 


1 grabbed the heavy trolling 


rig out of the rod holder and set 
the hook The next 15 seconds 
are only a memory as some- 
thing heavy, solid, strong and 
powerful in the 85-foot depths of 
Lake Michigan gave way for 
about three turns of the reel 
handle and then shot the oppo- 
site way, snapping the 25-pound 
test monofilament as if it was a 
thin thread. 


With frustration I reeled in 


the limp hanging line. 


What could the fish have 


been? 


"It might have been one of 


those big lakers we occasionally 
run into," said Ed Hamilton as 
he piloted the boat through the 
huge lake swells. 


"Maybe it was one of those 15 


or 20-pound chinooks like the 
one that guy caught a couple of 
weeks ago," offered Lloyd Bot- 


toni, operator of a Manitowoc 
sporting goods store. 


"Hey, 
maybe it was a new 


state record rainbow. I heard 
a b o u t commercial fishermen 
coming up with a 26-pounder in 
their nets," added John Lee, 
outdoor writer from Green Bay. 


What was it? What was it? 


That's all that kept going 
through my mind as I stared off 
across the rolling waves at the 
fog-shrouded shoreline. There's 
no way to tell. It's a secret the 
big lake will keep, but it's 
something that will probably 
haunt this writer for the rest of 
his life. 


All I know is that it was 


something heavy, solid, strong 
and powerful like I have never 
tangled with before. 


We were trolling on Hamil- 


ton's sleek 23-foot boat in the 
deep, cold waters of Lake 
Michigan between Two Rivers 
and Manitowoc. The ice chest 
a l r e a d y held three coho, 
including a 3-pounder bagged 
about mid-afternoon by Lee. 


Sport Fishing Inc. of Mani- 


towoc County had arranged for 
the outing in order to show 
press, radio and television rep- 
resentatives some of the lake- 
shore facilities that have been 
developed since the trout fishing 
"boom" along the lake. 


Hamilton brought his boat 


down from Two Rivers and 
picked up our group at Mani- 
towoc. 


"It's no place for anyone with 


a weak stomach," warned John 
Buchholz, of Manitowoc, as we 
prepared to go out. The Coast 
Guard was reporting the lake 
swells as eight to 10 feet high 
and some of the anglers decided 
to stay in and fish the break- 
water. 


Hamilton took us about two 


miles out and Bottoni checked 
the water temperature. The 
indicator read about 58 degrees 
and Hamilton headed another 
two miles out. Another tem- 
perature check revealed only a 
2-degree drop so we went far- 
ther until hitting the 52-degree 
mark. 


"This is coho country," Bot- 


toni said as he rigged up 
trolling rods. For lures he 
hooked on Daredevil-Imps and 
Little 
Cleos. Our 
estimated 


trolling depth was to be 27 to 35 
feet down in 60 feet of water. 
As we trolled, the water became 
deeper and Bottoni added or 
took off weight depending on the 
depth of the water. 


The three coho we took hit 


hard, fought hard and gave a 
good account of themself before 
being scooped up in the net. We 
had four other fish on including 
one big brown which Bob Irish, 
Manitowoc radio man, lost just 
as Bottoni was about to slide 
the net under it. 


Hamilton rated the fishing as 


"slow" compared to some days. 
He blamed most of it on a 
southeast wind which keeps the 
warm water close in to shore. 


"The best time for fishing 


here is when we get a west 
wind. That blows all the warm 
shoreline water across the lake 
and it is replaced by cool water 
and the trout follow it right in. 


The fishing's much better off 
the breakwaters then, too," the 
skipper of the Tally Ho said. 


There's action a-plenty in the 


Two Rivers, Manitowoc and 
county-wide area. New docking 
facilities are being built, launch- 
ing ramps are being added and 
large areas are being set aside 
for parking. 


Downtown all the talk is 


salmon and trout. Radios give 
hourly reports on catches, wind 
direction and one station even 
sends a plane out each morning 
to take an aerial look. The pilot 
broadcasts right over the air 
and last Tuesday reported spot- 
ting two schools of coho about 
two miles off-shore. 


The trout "boom" has been a 


real shot-in-the-arm for shore- 
line cities. Anglers come from 
near and far to fish for what 
they hope will be a record fish. 
And who knows, the next one 
that hits may be a record, or 
could it have been the one that 
snapped the line? 


Wisconsin's early season on black bear opened Saturday 


and if the efforts of the Wisconsin Buck and Bear Club of 
Mequon prove successful, the world record may be brought 
back to this state. 


Wisconsin held the world's record for black bear until just 


recently when a Colorado trophy scored 22 by the Boone and 
Crockett method of adding the width and length of the skull. 


The current Wisconsin record stands at21 and 15-16s. 
The Buck and Bear Club has issued an appeal to early 


season hunters and those out during the regular deer season 
to avoid shooting bear in the head, if possible. On several 
occasions in the past, bear which would have qualified for 
Boone and Crockett records, or for even possible world 
recognition, had to be disqualified because skulls were split 
or shattered. 


In December of 1970, when the present Boone and Crockett 


competition closes, a bear bagged during the 1968 season by 
Richard Ruthven, of Neenah, is expected to be a "top con- 
tender." 


• - Ruthven shot a 415-pound bruin which was very lean and 
possessed an enormous head. Skull measurements presently 
total 21 and 1046s and only four blacks exceeding this score 
have ever been measured in North America. 


However, Ruthven's bear skull is expected to undergo 


some shrinkage before it is finally measured again in 1970. 


After Ruthven bagged his bear in Forest County, it was a 


local taxidermist, Charles Killishek, who noticed the size of 
the skull and contacted the Buck andBear Club. 


Chuck Loberg, Appleton, Fox Valley representative for the 


Buck and Bear Club, took over and saw to the follow-up work 
on cleaning and measuring of the skull. 


Many hunters have questioned the fairness of the skull 


measuring system for determining record bear. The Buck 
and Bear Club points out that: 


1. The weight of a large bear can fluctuate over 100 pounds 


depending on feed, time of year, health, age and a number of 
other factors. 


2. A competition using weight would be impossible to 


conduct because less than one-half of all the bear killed in 
North America are brought whole. Usually the head and hide 
is saved and the carcass left behind. 


The Buck and Bear Club is just as interested in record state 


deer as it is with bear. During the 1968 bow and arrow hunting 
season, Lee Dix of Marshfield qualified for the Pope and 
Young (bowhunters) record book with a buck that scored 143. 
The state record for bow and arrow is 160. 


Boone and Crockett separates deer into two classes for the 


sake of competition — typical and non-typical. It would be 
difficult to compare an evenly matched 10 or 12-pointer with 
a freakish rack with many unusual points. Non-typical 
always have a larger score. 


In 1968 Harold Christiansen of Viroqua shot a 10-point buck 


in Vernon County that scored 185 to top the previous state 
record of 183 6-8ths. In addition, Christiansen's buck will vie 
with other Boone and Crockett entries in 1970 and may well 
prove to be the best typical rack in North America last year. 


Another record book qualifier from last season was bagged 


in Marinette County by Len Schartner of Sturgeon Bay. This 
deer score 1W,B and minimum for Boone and Crockett 
competition is 170. To qualify for state records a head must 
score 160. 


In the non-typical class, the most unusual set of antlers 


ever measured by the Buck and Bear Club was a product of 
the 1968 season. The head had 22 points, double beams and 
grew with no continuity. The head scored 213 and the current 
state record is 228 from a 33-pointer taken in Bayfield County 
in 1934. 


An old head taken in Ashland County in 1911, and just 


recently called to the attention of the Buck and Bear Club, 
had 47 points over one inch long each. Only one other 
whitetail, the world record from a Texas deer, had more with 
49 points. 


Outdoorsmen might be wise to note that old historic antlers 


are eligible for entry in the records. The Buck and Bear Club 
feels it is quite possible for the world record whitetail rack to 
be hanging in some Wisconsin attic, woodshed, basement or 
bar room. 


It won't be long before the state bow season gets underway 


to be followed shortly by the gun season for deer. In line with 
the current bear season and the deer seasons in the near 
future, hunters might be well advised to be on the watch for 
record-type animals.

They claim that 


children left in hospitals with- 
out their mothers soon settle 
down and accept the hospital 
routine without evident fear. 
But the research indicates that 
this supposed acceptance is 
only a fatalistic despair to 
which children eventually sur- 
render. This frequently causes 
severe psychological problems 
that only surface after the 
child's return to his home 


You should acquaint your- 


self with local hospitals' prac- 
tices in regard to child care. 
If they fail to incorporate 
most of those outlined above, 
you can petition the hospital 
board, doctors and nurses to 
adapt to what is known to 
benefit children, parents and 
our hospitals.

Inside the Capitol 
Muskie and Nelson 
Suggested for 1972 
By State Democrats

MADISON — Wisconsin Democrats are playing slate- 


making games that extend far beyond the statehouse. 


They are looking forward to the 1970 elections in the state, 


of course, but they are looking to the presidential sweep- 
stakes of 1972 as well. 


And with increasing frequency, they are starting to suggest 


that a very possible Democratic vice presidential nominee in 
that year may be Wisconsin's Sen. Gaylord Nelson. 


They aren't so sure that Nelson doesn't realize it as well. 
They point to the fact that his staff is being increased with 


the addition of assistants drawn from a broader background 
than just Wisconsin politics. 


They point to the fact that his speaking schedule has picked 


up considerably, and is taking him to appearances before 
audiences throughout the country. 


And looking at a map of the nation, they have the hunch 


that the geography may be right for Nelson in 1972. 


If the current front runner, Sen. Edmund Muskie, cops the 


Democratic nod in 1972, the party and the candidate will look 
westward for a running mate, the state Democrats suggest 


Nelson is youthful, energetic, well-schooled in government 


through two decades of service that led him through the 
governor's chair to the U. S. Senate — and linked with 
popular issues such as auto safety, drug prices and con- 
servation, they point out 


If Nelson makes it to the ticket, he would be the first state 


representative of a major political group on the presidential 
ballot since Robert M. LaFollette, Sr. ran for president 
almost a half century ago. 


State Secretary of Administration Wayne McGown has

McGown had been offered a chance to head a new 


legislative budget control agency in the eastern state, as was 
reported here recently.

legislature and Gov. Warren P. Knowles over proposed 
spending programs for welfare and Milwaukee's Inner Core, 


New York had wanted an answer by October, and McGown 


is unlikely to be finished up by then. 


The State Higher Educational Aids Board has been

That comes within the next few days — and the state has 


established the worth of the Cardinal quarters in the UW 
building as totaling $3,000 per year. 


That works out to be a $250-a-inonth rental charge for one 


use of the offices.

of paying the rent or moving off the campus, Given the 
probable Regent reaction to the disputed "unorientation" 
edition of the student newspaper prepared for all new UW 
students, some of the Regents can be expected to be watching 
for the arrival of that rent check quite carefully.

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What Should Parents Tell 


College campuses are no longer secluded retreats for the wealthy, 


the goldji'sh-swallower has given way to the social-protester- and is

He has had a voice in education since 1949, when he served on the National 
Citizens Committee for Public Schools until 1953. He was assistant director of 
the White House Conference on Education for one year. 
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HEN I FIRST left home for college 
some 30 years ago, my father 


said, "Son, you now have an opportu- 
nity to forget the present and study the 
past as prelude to the future." A few 
minutes later he added, "And please 
don't come home with a raccoon coat 
and a ukulele!" 


Eight now I have three children, a son- 


in-law, and two nephews enrolled in Amer- 
ican universities, and I can't think of any- 
thing like that to say to any of them. I feel 
more like giving them the advice I got when 
I went to war: "The important thing is to 
learn how to stay alive and keep a good con- < 
science, too." 


As everyone knows, college campuses are 


no longer secluded retreats or playgrounds. 
Instead, they are battlefields, where scholars 
must ask themselves whether they are shirk- 
ing their responsibilities if they refuse to 
take an active part in making the great po- 
litical and moral decisions of the day. 


I might as well admit right now that I 


can't mourn this. I've talked to a lot of col- 
lege students lately whom I have met while 
lecturing. They are a new breed, and some 
of them are frightening. 


But I prefer them to the members of my 


Harvard class who made headlines by swal- 
lowing live goldfish or the young of a later 
day who rioted only when they tried to steal 
underwear from the women's dormitories. 
What with football rah-rah, fraternity high- 
jinks, and the listless studying of dull, emi- 
nently forgettable courses, I don't think the 
colleges of the past can be treasured as an 
ideal worth recapturing. 


Students today are more serious, and they 


should be, for they have greater problems 
than my generation. For one thing, the De- 
pression instilled in us the need to earn monejr 


and security. A lot of today's youngsters have 
been brought up prosperously unhappy. They 
can't see the point of working hard to get a 
good job and a mortgaged house in the sub- 
urbs. That's what they're trying to escape. 


Present-day colleges have lots of students 


from the slums, both black and white. In my 
day, the poor seldom went to college, and we 
rarely heard their complaints. Our era of 
prosperity is in some ways harder on slum 
children than the Depression was. It makes 
their poverty unique and more hopeless. 


Most of the youngsters nowadays are also 


far more confused and angrier about war 
than my generation was. When the Japanese 
attacked Pearl Harbor and when we under- 
stood what Hitler was doing to the Jews and 
other Europeans, my generation experienced 
the great joy of taking up a righteous cause 
that we knew we could win soon!. 


The war in Vietnam is, of course much 


harder to get enthusiastic about. Our young- 
sters hear some of their elders, both at home 
and abroad, protest that it is immoral and 
insane; others shout that we must win to pro- 
tect the world against communism. And the 
history of the Vietnam war, which isn't even 
legally a war, is foggy and complex. But one 
thing is clear—any war, pushed to its ulti- 
mate conclusion, will blow up everybody. Ifs 
also clear that while the elderly argue about 
the war, the youngsters are forced to fight 
it, no matter what they believe, unless they 
can prove that they are conscientious objec- 
tors, a burden which the present laws make 
almost impossible. 


Is it any wonder that the youngsters are 


angry and bewildered? But the great major- 
ity of them go calmly along taking the pre- 
scribed school courses, .falling in love, and 
trying to make reasonably constructive plans 
for,the future. 
. 
. . 


Jl dor not think, ^o^eyer/^that^thit, great 


majority of quiet ones react the way their 
parents did. They couldn't, for the world has 
changed too much. They listen to the wild 
ones screaming of injustice and try to figure 
things out. In the quiet ones there is a con- 
stant struggle between their desire to lead 
productive, private lives and to make public 
protest against injustices. 


There is not much doubt that many of the 


quiet, sensible students admire the wild ones. 
That is why the campus radicals are impor- 
tant nowadays far beyond their number, 
which is still small. The bearded, long-haired 
rebel screaming of the outrage of war when 
this country has not been attacked, poverty 
in the midst of prosperity, and racial preju- 
dice in the midst of reforms is the big man 
on the campus these days. The football hero, 
fraternity president, or that quaint old-fash- 
ioned character—the man judged most likely 
to succeed—run poor seconds. 


Our youngsters are not stupid! How could 


they be with us as their parents? They know 
that there are radicals of many kinds. Some 
are psychotics who at heart want to destroy 
everything; some are disciplined Commu- 
nists. Others are simply using the great prob- 
lems of the day as an excuse for stepping up 
the ancient struggle of the young against the 
old. There are also a good many genuine 
idealists who feel that the world is going mad 
and that it is the job of every sane man to 
work toward saying it. 


The great majority of quiet students are 


listening carefully to the rebels, and when 
they are convinced that they are right on 
some particular cause, follow them. Young- 
sters today need a lot of strength to concern 
themselves with the great issues of the day 
and at the same time to work toward the high 
marks which good jobs and graduate schools 
universally require. 


Students, who even in normal circum- 


stances might have difficulty making the 
grades, are often bewildered and depressed 
by the demands made on their conscience and 
intelligence. But colleges emphasize the fact 
that they are supposed to be dealing with ma- 
ture persons, not children. A large university 
is an especially impersonal place with few ad- 
visers who have the time to cater to a con- 
fused student and offer,jnuch encouragement. 
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College- 


says this noted novelist;

vate lives of the youths who have come there 
for the sole purpose of improving their minds. 
What they do in their spare time is their own 
business. 


Today's sudden freedom can be as frighten- 


ing as it is heady to the youngsters who have 
been kept under tight reins by schools and 
parents. They find all the old basic assump- 
tions being challenged. Why is it wrong for 
a young couple to live together without being 
married? Why is it wrong to smoke pot when 
so many of their friends do? 


It is a rare and lucky parent who hears 


these questions asked at home. But they are 
there in the eyes of our children, and in one 
way or another they will find the answers, 
with or without our help. 


College today can be so overwhelming that 


far more students drop out than in my day, 
despite the fact that it is harder than ever to 
get a good job without a degree, and despite 
the vulnerability to the draft that dropping 
out provokes. Faced with such circumstances, 
fond parents can't help but be worried about 
more than the soaring expense when they 
start their sons and daughters on the great 
adventure of getting a higher education. 
What do you say when you see the children 
off to college? What do you say to them, and 
what do you say to comfort yourself when 
you return to your suddenly quiet home? , 


Of course, the important thing for us el- 


ders to remember is the extraordinary fact 
that the great majority of the students are 
somehow coping very well with all the confu- 
sion on the campus. The youngsters are work- 
ing hard to try to figure out answers to the 
great problems of the day which they did not 
create, and which all too many of their par- 
ents simply try to forget. 


One way to keep in touch with youth is 


to show them that the old as well as the young 
care about the war in Vietnam, and the other 
great problems which concern them. The 
generation gap should not simply be between 
those who care and those who don't. 


If students drop out, that should not be 


regarded as too great a tragedy, for many 
of them return to college and do better than 
ever, after a few months of work at dead- 
end jobs. The youngsters of today are trying 
to discover new ways to live meaningful lives, 
new paths that lead to something better than 


a big bank account and a new car. We 
shouldn't be surprised if the bravest ex- 
plorers sometimes get lost. 


In my opinion, the great majority of the 


students are learning a lot more than my 
friends and I did in college, not only from 
their professors, but also from each other. 
They use the word "love" a lot, and if you 
watch the way they deal with each other, 
you can't doubt that most of them mean it.

The Double Life 
of Meredith MacRae

EREDITH MacRAE, who stars 
in "Petticoat Junction" as 


a demure country girl named 
Billie Jo, remembers her singer- 
actor father exploding in anger 
because, as a child, she spilled milk. 


Meredith MacRae, who is anything but 


a demure country girl off-camera, remem- 
bers her actress-comedienne mother Sheila 
MacRae as being so permissive she al- 
lowed her to spend the summer at a boy- 
fi-iend's house -when she was only 15. 


After 25 years of marriage, her parents 


divorced—almost simultaneously with Mer- 
edith, who married at 19 and divorced a 
few years later. Now she has remarried 
(so have her parents), and the life she 
lives still upsets her strict father but seem- 
ingly delights her permissive mother. 


The manner of her marriages gives a 


clue to the real Meredith MacRae, a hybrid 
of her father's conservativeness and her 
mother's liberalism. She married her first 
husband, Rick Berger, now a movie execu- 
tive, in a formal church wedding with 500 
splendidly attired guests. 


This year she married actor Greg Mul-

Dieting Until Death! 


Anorexia nervosa, doctors call it—an aversion to 
food caused by psychological hang-ups 
so strong even hunger cannot overcome it

R 


ECENTLY an 18-year-old 
wanting to look like her 


modeling idol, Twiggy, died, a 
45-pound skeleton. She had 
dieted herself to death—a vic- 
tim of malnutrition and an- 
orexia nervosa, which is an- 
aversion to eating. 


"Anorexia" means loss of appe- 


tite; "Nervosa" is self-explanatory, 
but this disease is far more serious 
than a high-strung absence of hun- 
ger pangs. Anorexia nervosa suffer- 
ers literally cannot force themselves 
to eat, even when they are starving 
and, in some cases, craving food. 


The typical anorexic is emaciated, 


young, surprisingly lively, probably 
constipated. If male, he is most like- 
ly impotent; if female, she is prob- 
ably not having menstrual periods. 
Except for the staggering weight 
loss, there is nothing physically 
wrong—it is psychosomatic. 


Anorexia nervosa occurs more of- 


ten in adolescent girls and young 
women than it does in males of the 
same age group. The background 
usually includes extreme family fo- 
cus on food, possibly obese parents, 
and frequently a lifelong desire to be 
thin. It can be triggered by fears of 
physical maturity, usually starting 
during a diet. It is a symptom of 
deep-seated psychiatric distress. 


From actual anorexia case histo- 


ries come accounts of 1) a boy who 
hid food in a bag held between 
his legs during meals. He routinely 
scraped butter off his bread onto the 
underside of his chair and put other 
objectionable food into the bag, 
which he disposed of later; 2) a girl 
who slipped most of her food, meal 
after meal, to the family dog sitting 
under the table while her parents 
bickered; 3) a girl who weighted 
her underclothes with a large collec- 
tion of half-dollars whenever her 
mother put her on the scales; 4) a 
girl who kept a marked satin ribbon 


around her waist, not allowing her- 
self to expand beyond it. "I prefer 
dying of hunger than becoming as 
big as Mama," she said. 


Teen-age is a time of hypersensi- 


tivity. Often anorexia patients admit 
feeling desperately lonely, ugly, cut- 
off from others, and unwanted. They 
can't cope with being called "chubby." 


In addition, there are general fac- 


tors. Middle- and upper-class adults 
often fluctuate between overeating 
and crash diets. Confused young 
people, especially in families where 
one or both parents are obese, may 
determine to avoid the same mistake. 


The average person can diet with- 


out too much fear of aftereffects. 
The unknown anorexic, however, has 
no guarantee that normal eating hab- 
its can be resumed after the extra 
poundage is gone, and the disease 
does not erupt during a single trau- 
matic incident with food. 


One girl, for example, felt sure 


that if she ate squash she would 
vomit, so her family agreed that she 
should eliminate it from her diet. 
Gradually, more and more foods re- 
minded her of squash and gave her 
the same nausea. By the time she 
saw a doctor, almost all food tasted 
like squash. 


Certain victims believe that only 


a specific food will not cause bad 
symptoms. One girl kept evaporated 
milk until it dried out into hard 
curds, which she considered a deli- 
cacy and ate exclusively. 


One articulate girl told her doc- 


tor, "The fear of being fat has to 
this day constituted my most terrify- 
ing problem. Without a doubt, my 
inferiority complex has arisen from 
this one deep-seated fear. I won't be 
the same as when I was growing up 
—fat and insecure." 


From psychiatrists' notebooks come 


accounts of childhood contributing 
factors. One mother followed her 
daughter to school and physically 
forced her to eat the remainder of 
an unfinished breakfast. Extremely 
common was the practice of using 
food as a bribe—"You've been a

good boy. Have some cake." 


Another anorexic's mother alter- 


nated between food orgies and star- 
vation crash diets. The daughter had 
similar tendencies but overreacted. 
She just couldn't stop dieting, even 
when told that she was starving. 


Food equals evil, self-indulgence, 


or sexuality to some. Under psycho- 
therapy, one girl revealed that food 
had come to stand for sex. Because 
her upbringing did not permit her to 
date boys (though she wanted to 
very much), she denied herself food 
as a punishment for her lustful im- 
pulses. Some anorexics of this type 
alternate between almost total ab- 
stinence and binges, only to induce 
vomiting when finished. 


There is no safe leeway for any 


home-style cures. Psychiatrists stress 
that best results are obtained with 
early and vigorous treatment. It is 
the doctor who must decide if the 
loss of appetite is truly anorexic. 


Treatment is on two levels, physi- 


cal and psychic. Frequent high ca- 
loric meals are sometimes prescribed, 
but in severe cases the anorexic is 
hospitalized and given tube feedings. 
Then immediate psychotherapy digs 
for causes. The doctor must reassure 
that there is no organic basis for the 
disease. With early treatment, the 
majority of anorexics recover. 


If you suspect someone in your 


family of having anorexia nervosa 
or being a borderline case,-get help 
fast. Never try do-it-yourself psycho- 
therapy. Confide your fears to the 
family doctor. Let him decide if spe- 
cialized treatment is needed. *

11. After baking rolls, reduce oven 
temperature and return ham to 
oven; heat until glazed, 45 min. 
12. While hash is heating, prepare 
toast points; tuck in around hash. 
Fry eggs for topping and additional 
eggs to be kept hot (in an electric 
skillet set on table with hash. 
13. Also set on the buffet table the 
electric toaster with an assortment 
of fruit-filled pop-ups. 
14. Put the breakfast pie, a server, 
plates, and forks on the side table 
after removing the juice service. 
15. Have freshly brewed hot coffee 
available throughout the morning.
